Hr. Speaker Mr. ^iakerrepOcted, That wheti the House di4 
reports HUEx- attend the Governor General this day, in thfe 
^^S^" Legisktive CouncU Chamber, His Excellency was 
vd^sed to make a Speech to both Houses of the 
Provinciid Parliament, of which Mr. Speaker said 
he had, to prevent mistakes, obtained a copy, which 
he read to the House, as followeth : — 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, 
GenUemen of the Legislative Assembly, 
In a^in meeting you for the discharge of our 
Legislative duties, it sdSTords me much satisfaction to 
congratulate you on the general prosperity of the 
Province. 

The crop of last year was abundant; the Revenue 
from Customs, and the traffic on the Provincial 
Canals, are steadily increasing; and the Securities 
of the Province command a high price. 

The effect of recent changes in the Imperial 
Navigation Law is also bqrinning to be felt in the 
more firequent resort of Foreign Shipping to our 
Sea Ports. It is alleged, however, by persons con- 
nected with the Shippmg interest, that certain pro- 
visions of the Immigration Act are unfavorable to 
the. extension of that valuable branch of our In^port 
Trade. The subject is an important one, and I 
recommend it to your consideration. 

Under these iavorable circumstances, the further 
improvement of the means of internal communica- 
tion has recendy engaged a lar ge s hare of public 
attention. In many parts of YTestem Canada^ 
capital has been applied extensively and with much 
advantage by persons interested in several localities, 
and by others to the construction of good country 
roads ; and measures have been taken in both sec^ 
tions of the Province with the view of pressing for- 
ward important lines of Biulway. 

Pariiament has already given proof of its disposi- 
tion to afford to undertaKings of this description, 
which are calculated to be beneficial to the Province, 
such aid as can be profjerly given to them without 
impairing the Provincial Credit, or encouragbg 
improvident speculation. I feel confident that in 
any further legislation which you may see fit to 
adopt on this subject, you will adhere to the prin- 
ciples of this judicious policy. 

A considerable encrease m correspondence has, I 
am happy to inform you, taken place since the new 
Postage Law came into operation. This fact, which 
fumisnes conclusive proof of the advantage accruing 
to the community firom the measure, warrants more- 
over the expectation that the receipts of the Depart- 
ment will before long recover from the depression 
consequent on the adoption of greatly reduced rates 
of postage. 

tinder the operation of the measures which have 
been recently adopted by the Legislatures of the 
several North American Provinces, the inter-colonial 
trade is assuming proportions of encreasing magni- 
tude, and promises to become a considerable branch 
of our industry. I shall lay before vou a Despatch 
in which Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of 
State for the Colonies submits for consideration a 
proposal for the construction of a Railway between 



IfylifBuc . Quebec or Msmtrealy which has an im- 
portHlit bearing on this subject. 

The dispute req>ecting Boundary, which has been 
so loiig pending between Canada and New Bruns- 
wicky has been productive of much inconvenience to 
both Provinces, and of no small hardship to those 
who are interested in the Territory which is the sub- 
ject of conflicting claims. In accordance with a 
su^estion made by the Secretary of State, I re- 
quested the Lieutenant Governor of New Brumwick 
to meet .-me here last autumn, witi^ the view of 
arranging tha detjiils of a schema of ^rbittation for 
the siettlepaei^ of * this question. The Report the 
Arbitrators who were appointed. in piji;rsuailce of the 
agreement entered into at lliat nme bv the Govern- 
ments of the two Provinces, will, I nave reason to 
believe, be presented at an early period. 

With the concurrence of tne Executive of this 
Province, permission has been granted by Her 
Majesty^s imperial Government to the Government 
of the United States to erect a Light House on the 
Horse>-sh6e Reef in the Niagara River, at the out- 
let of Lakife Ericy which is likely to prove highly 
advantageous to the Shipping that frequents those 
waters.

Lists of Boolrs m 
various departments of Literature were pnepai^, 
during the Becess, and placed in the bands of 
Agents to be sent to Europe for the purdiase of 
the different works named therein^ None of these 
have yet been received, but as they have been di- 
rected to be sent with all convenient speed, it is 
hoped that they may arrive early in the present 
Session. 

Presents of tegsii parliafnentarvi and miscella- 
neous Works have l^en received, since the last 
Session of Your Honorable House, from the Con 
gress of the United States at Washington^ and the 
States of Vermont and New York, and from the 
Province of Prince Edward^ s Island, Lists of which 
are included in Appendix A, to this Beport. 

In return for these donations, copies of the Jour- 
nals of Your Honorable House, with the Appen- 
dices of the past Session, and suc^i other pariiament- 
ary publications of our Provincial L^islature as 
were av^lable, have been transmitted, under the 
authority of the Clerk of the Assembly, to the Li- 
brary of Congress, and the State Library of Ver- 
mont.

presented to the Library in the year 1850. The 



lowest tender for the same having been made by 
Messra. Armour & Samsay, the work was entrustedr^ 
to them, and it has be^ executed in a manner 
hiefaly advanta^^us and satisfactory. 

Dunnst the Becess some purchases have been 
made, of trifling amount, consisting of extra copies 
of the Journals, to replace broken sets; a copy^ 
unique, and nearly complete, of the 0£Scial Gazette 
of Upper Canada, to the period of its discontinu- 
ance ; a few Dictionaries, and other works of para- 
mount utility. A List of these will be found annexed 
to this Beport, marked A. 

Out of tne appropriation of last year, a sum of about 
Two hundred and seventy pounds has been set apart, 
under the authority of the Speakers of both HouseSf 
for obtaining Works on the History of Canada and 
America, to replace in part the valuable collection 
formerly made under the superintendence of Mr. Fart- 
bauU. The procuring of these Books has been again 
entrusted to this gentleman, with a conviction that it 
could not have been left in better hands. Most of the 
works selected by him have been already received, and 
are enumerated in Appendix B, at the end of this 
Beport The remainaer may be expected to arrive 
in due course. 

The number of Volumes at present in the Li- 
brary, ( exclusive of the American collection, which 
still remains at Quebec,^ may be estimated at about 
3,500 ; the ¥^ole of which are in good preservation. 
All which is most respectfully submitted.

My Lord, — ^TheExecutiveCouncilofthisI^rovince SofooueaBd 
having had under consideration the Beports made to Espeoditort, 
the L^lative Assembly during its hist Session by a J^th^ciJu*"' 
Committee appointed to enquire into the state of the Liet 
Provincial Income and Expenditure, has submitted a 
Minute, of which I herewith enclose a copy, and re- 
quested me to forward it to YourLordfi^p, with the 
view of obtaining the sanction of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment to a reduction in the charge for Pensions, 
and in certain Salaries fixed under the Civil List Act, 
which it is the desire of the Council to recommend 
for the adoption of the local Parliament. The Com- 
mittee to which reference is here made was nominated 
at the instance of the Government, and composed of 
Members selected from the several political parties 
represented in the House. I transmit in a separate 
Despatch a printed volume containing a copy of the * 
Reports presented to the House by this Committee, 
ana of the Evidence which accompanied thencL The 
greater part of this Evidence, which is bulky, consists 
of written statements in which schemes for effecting 
an entire chaise in the financial and administrative 
system of the Province arediscussed. The Committee 
nave, however, offered no opinion on this branch of 
the subject. 

2. As respects the recommendations contained in 
the Minute which I enclose, I cannot but express re* 
gret that the Council should have deemed it their 
duty to make them. I do not indeed think that much 
practical inconvenience, in so far as the Government 
IS concerned, would arise from restricting within the 
narrowest bounds, or even perhaps from entirely 
withdrawing the very limited power which the Crown 
possesses imder the Civil List Act, of conferring 
Pensions other than those to J udges. So great is the 
jealousy with which the exercise of this power by 
the Crown is viewed — a jealousy which tends to check 
not the abuse of the power merely, but also its pro- 
per use — that I think less injustice would be sustiun- 
ed by those who render services to the public enti- 
tiing them to such consideration if it were under- 
stood that the Crown had not the means of rewuxi- 
ing them in this manner, than is done by permitting 
them to form expectations which may be doomed to 
disapointment, even when most legitimate. Littie 
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6fil would, tlierefore» in mj opmioiu resiilt finxn a 
dbange of this nature, onleBS it dionid lead to a re- 
vival of the praodoe of personid eanvasB and solicita- 
tion, which obtains so extensivelj} and with such 
demoralizing effects, wherever favors of this descrip- 
tion are contingent on the votes of popular Assem- 
blies, instead of being awarded on the responsibilitrfr 
of Ministers liable to be called to account foe their 
sots* 

3. The proposal to reduce the salaries of Judges 
aad Heads of Departments b, in my opinion, more 
olgeotionable. W heiher the cost of living in towns, 
or the incomes realised hj professional men in large 
piactice, or the stipends assigned to persons filling si- 
tuations of confidence and trust by private individuals 
and corporations, such as Banks raaLandOompanies, 
be considered, I £yl to disooverany sufficient ground 
for the belief that the salaries of £1,000 currency, or 
£800 sterling, now enjoyed h^ those high function-^ 
arias, are excessive, if indeed it be assumed, as ie the 
case in corresponding situations in EngJandy ihsX the 
sarvicee that Uiey are required to render to the pub- 
lic, claim their whole time and attenticm. I tiiink, 
therefore, that it is much to be regretted that it should 
be supposed that a necessity e^ts for recommending 
a measure of this description. The more so that a 
solemn comract with the Crown, delibesatd^ entered 
into b^ the jProvincial Pteliament for the lifetime of 
the reigning Sovereign, imparts to the scale of sa- 
laries now subsisting a character of permanency wUch 
can hardly be expected to attach to any fresh adjust- 
ment. 

4k It was indeed affirmed in some of the statements 
laid before the Committee <^ the Legisktive Assem- 
Uy, that lower salaries are awarded under the local 
Governments of the States forming the American 
Unioii, and the attegadon is undoubtedly to a certain 
extent true. The nominal salaries affisoted to offices 
even of the highest grade in many cases under these 
Govemm»t« are so inconsiderable as to place them 
beyond the reach of persons who have not indepen- 
dent means of subsutoMse, whether derived irom 
realised estate, profesMonal pursuits, or the profits of 
trade. A smaller income, for example, atiadies to 
the office of Gbvemor in some of the more wealthy 
and denselypeopled States, than is usually assigned to 
tiie same oflSce m Territories. 

& The evidence on this head submitted to the Com- 
mittee was, however, scanty, and, as the witnesses were 
not subjected to the ordeal of cross-examination, of 
little value as a guide in the determination of the ques- 
tions which it raised. No information was, for in- 
stance^ given as to the extent to which the practice of 
payment of fees, which has*been in a great measure 
amndoned in Canada since the Union, obtains in the 
States to which r^eience was made. No enquiries 
were instituted with the view of ascertaining how far 
the prospect of future and more lucrative employment 
under the Federal Government, or even the hope of 
obtaining the advantages attaching to the situation of 
Mmber of Congress, may induce persons of talent 
and character to assume temporarily in the several 
States, the discharge of official fonctions which are in- 
adequately remunemted. Nor was any light thrown 
on the yet more important question as to whether ex- 
perience has proved that very low salaries contribute 
to official punty, or the interests of public economy. 

6. It is in truth no ver^ easy matter to compare 
the cost of Government m communities which are 
governed on widely different systems; anda compari- 
son of this nature, if it is to lead to any good or useful 
result, ou^ht manifestiy to be conducted in a very 
candid and philosophical spirit. To asssume that the 
State Govemmentsperformforthepeopleofthe States 
the same service as the Colonial Government renders 
the people of Canaday without en<juiring whether or 
not this be indeed the case, is obviously a very hasty 



and unsatisfactory mode of disposing of the question, 
and even a cursory examination of the iacU slices 
to demonstrate its fiadlacy. It is easy toperoeive, on 
theonehand, tliat our system of Cdbnial U-ovemment 
as it is woAed out hm, gives to Uie Colonists amore 
complete control over tiieir own afturs, and imposes, 
therefore,onth^Govemmentduties of administration 
ffready more extensive and ocxnplicated, than is oon- 
ferred by the Constitution of the United States on my 
member of the Confederacy in its individual capadty. 
In proof of this it may be enough to cite the multi- 
farious functions connected with the impositi<ms and 
collection of Duties from Customs^ the r^ulation of 
internal Posts, and the management and Mde of vast 
extents of unoccnpted territory, which devolve on the 
Colonial Government, but firom the performance of 
which the local Govenimentsof theUnionare relieved 
by the Federal authority. To this enumeratkm may 
be added certain Departments of Criminal Administra- 
tion which do not fall within the cycle of the attribu- 
tions of the State officials. A ver^ reaiarkabk in- 
stanee of the working of their systemm this branch was 
afforded lately when the authorities of the State of 
New York refosed to be parties to carryii^ out the 
provisions of the Treaty of Extradition which had 
passed between Great Britain and the United States^ 
alleging that it devolved on the Officers of the Federal 
Government alone to give eSeci to it. 

7. On the other hand the great extent to which 
the princii^e of decentralization is carried under the 
svstem of the UnM Sta$e$^ withdraws from the 
State Governments all oonlrol over many branches 
of local adminiflp^tiois for the riffht ocmduct of which 
the Colonial Government is with bs held to be more 
or less directljr responsible. Add to these remarka- 
ble discrepandes the facts that the entire sepomtion 
of L'egblative and Executive functions in the Consti- 
tution of the general and local Governments of the 
United SMeSj relieves the officers of the Executive, 
in a great measure, from all responsibility connected 
with the work of legislation, — ^that they are not re- 
quired, as Membeo^ of a popular Assembly, to inaugu- 
rate and carry out schemes of general policv, or te 
vindicate tiMr conduct when attained, — tnat the 
tenure of office is with them for fixed periods, not de- 
terminable by the votes of Parliamentary majorities; 
and I think x our Lordship will peroMve, that in order 
to enable a candid enquirer to arrive at a just estimate 
of the relative cost of^ government in the Colony and 
the adjoining States, something more is requisite 
than a statement of the oonqMurative expense of de- 
partments which have little in common but the 
name. 

8. A similar character of hastv generalization 
attaches to other statements laid before the Com- 
mittee, in which an attempt is made to shew that the 
burden of taxation bcmie by the people of Canada 
who have only one Government to support, is not as 
much lighter than that which fidls on the Citizens of 
the United States who maintain two, as might reason- 
ably be expected. Forthe purpose of this comparison 
the State of New York is selected, where the expense 
of the State Government and the interest of the 
Public Debt have been for some years past almost 
entirelycovercdhytheRevenuefrom Public Works, — 
a fortunate peculiarity which distinguishes that State 
from other States of the Union as widely as from 
Cmaduy and which is due to the possession of a 
monopoly of the Western Trade which is likely to be 
seriouislv affected by the competition now springing 
up on the St Lawrence and on Railways connecting 
that River at lower points than Buffah, with Atlantic 
ports. With the view of establishing that there is 
not so ffreat a discrepancy in the amount of taxation 
imposed for municipal purposes in the two countries 
as IS generally bdievea to be the case, reliance is 
placed on returns which profess to give the expendi- 
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torem thnliesdoftwoft^oiiiiiiff ftontSer townshim 
— »¥^ile th« Terj hnportant aad notoriow fiwto that 
in one seetion of United Canada the ckttrge in 
question is almoet tmknowni and that inr the other, 
where it is highest, it does not approadi the average 
of payments made on thisaeoount in the State of 
are slurred over as iT they were less 
material to the determination of theissueraised. The 
amount of indirect taxation borne by the people of 
eitfaer country respectively is then computed by ^- 
viding the Revenue derived from Customs in each by 
the sum of its population. No account is, however, 
taken of the circumstance that as the Tanff of the 
United Staies is framed witfr a view to protection, 
the receiDts of the Treasury represent very inade^ 
quately the pecuniary burden it lays on the consumer. 
The article of Iron» for example, costs the consumer 
in the United States from 6 to 10 dollars a ton more 
tium tiie consumer in Canada; but this difference in 
price swells the revenue- only in the case of Iron im- 
ported from abroad. I am aware that there are 
peiBons in Canada who hold tiiat the benefiito arising 
from this dt^crption^ of impost more than compensate 
for the burden. The amount, however, of tiie chai*ge 
imposed under this head on the members of the two 
communities, respectively, and nol its chuttcter^ is the 
object of comparison in the statements to whi(^* I am 
now referring; though I cannot but observe that it 
is strange to find that in countries where tiie dear- 
ness of capital is the subject of continual complunt, 
and where it is alleged that many promising enter- 
prizes* are starved tor the want or i^ it should be 
considered^an' act of wisdom in Grovemments to place 
heavy* burdens ^ on consumers for the nurpose of 
artificiaily turning it from tiiose channels which it 
seeks when left to itself, into others which are not 
naturally productive. 

9. I have thought it proper to oflfer tiiese remarks 
on cjertain portions of the evidence laid before tiie 
Committee of the Legislatiye Assembly on which 
titat body abstained fh)m pronouncing an opinion, as 
tiiey rest on aU^tions of fact of which it is not 
eay at a £stance fVom the spot to test tiie accuracy^ 
Wrtii reference, however, to the comments which I 
have alreadv made on the endosa! Minute of Council, 
I he^tto mdy tiiat notwithstanding the objections 
which I entertain to some* of the propositions con- 
tained' in itj I have not considered it my duty to d^ 
dine to pass it. No intterference with the rights of 
individuate is contemplated by it The vested inter- 
ests of Judges and rensioners are respected. The 
onl;^ persons now holding office who will be afibcted 
by it are the Ministers who recommend ifc. A very 
serious question of princiifle is no doubt involved in 
the ^vopofBsi to depaoi; in an^ degree from the terms 
of tiie arrangement entered' mto with the Crown by 
theProvinoial ParHament in 1*846. Of this, however, 
the Council evince their sense by the mode in whidi 
tiiey submit for the consideration of Her Majes- 

gl^s Imperial Government, a measure affecting the 
ivil List which the proceedings adopted last ses- 
flion in Parliament and the temper of the country 
have in thdr judgment rendered necessary. 

10. It is not my province to antidpate the view 
which Your Lordship may take of the recommenda- 
tions thus brought under your notice. I am confi- 
dent thai Her Majesty's Government will entertain 
with reluctance any sdieme for disturbing the set- 
tiement edited under the present Civil Xist Act, 
which may seem to them calculated to diminish the 
guarantees that now exist for the effidencv and in- 
tegrity of persons called to fill offices of nigh trust 
and responsibility in Canada. At the same time 
I cannot conceal from Your Lordship my apprehen- 
sion that evil may arise if it should be made to 
appcsor that a higher "scale of salaries than public 
opinion approves is maintained in the Province by 
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the authority of the Crown,— or if persons wfaahar^ 
factious or disloyal otjjects in view are enabled, hf 
nddng the issue of a simulated conflict of Imperial 
and Colonial jurisdfetion, to whhd^w attention from 
these plain aoid patent facts, that the British Go- 
vernment can have no sdSsh interests in keeping up 
the emoluments of offices to which it has ceased to 
nominate; and that security against aggtession from 
without, and the advantage of representation In 
foreign countries, are enjoyed by^ the inbabitantlB of . 
Qinada under the protection of England in con^^ 
neetion with low taxation and self^vemment, to an 
extent whidi- it woifld' be' difficult tb paralld'in tiie 
history of any oAer people. 

1 1. It may be proper befbre dosmg this Despatch 
that I shoula say a lew words on that portion of the 
Minute of Council in which reference is made to the 
Governor General's salary, and to the discussions 
which took place on this subject in the Parliamen- 
tary Committee. I concur irith the Council ui 
thinking that the fixity of this salary is of more im- 
portance than^ its amount. The practice of the 
United States U confirmatory, of this opinion, for the 
salary attadied to the office of President in the year 
1789,^ when the population of the Union was com- 
parativdy small, has never since been altered ; and 
it is an artide of the Constitution that it shall suffer 
neither increase nor diminution during the incum- 
bency of any individual President. 

12. The office of Governor General is held fbr a 
limited period, determinable at. any moment at the 
{deasure of the Crown. It confers no daim to pen- 
sion^ or, except aoddentally, to further employment. 
It imposes, moreover, on the redpienta heavy charge 
for fees and outfit, before any title to salary aconies. 
Itis, therefore, an office which can be pruoentlv as- 
sumed only by a person who has theresource of pri- 
vate fortune or military half-pay to fidl back upon. 

13. The inoome attaching to it is fixed'ratiier with 
the view of enabling, the hddw of the office to^ per- 
form certain dtities which^ entul expensor than aS' a 
vewaed for servicei Anj^ amount of diflR^nenoe of 
opinion ma^ obvioudji^ eadst aa to* the extent to 
winch provuBon foo this- desoriptioa of^ dnl^ ought 
tebenuide. Ii^prdieiid^thenme, thai if it is: to 
be an open quettKHi, tfae^scusdonaupen it aire likely 
to be mterminaUe. I shall only observe- on> this 
head,, tiiat tiie>chaaDges' which have recenlly tdnsi • 
pkoe in tiie system of Government in- this Gthmj 
tend, in nqr opinioB^ nAher to enosease tiian to di- 
minish tiie call for it.#If ther Govemos General 
adheres faithfully' to. the prindptes of< Constitutional 
Government in the direction of public. affinz%. it 
beeomes all the more necessary' that his resi- 
dence diould be open to leading persons of difiSaMit 
parties and tiiat be. should be able,,b]^ visitinj^ dis- 
tant parts of the Proraioei and talang a leadi in 
works d^ pdldio 'utilit7 and: benevolence whidi are 
notjof a por^ ehanetei^ to nmnifbst personal' sjyioa- 
pathy with all sections of the commum^ 

14. Having said tiius much on a tonic on which I 
might have hoped to have been spared tiie necessity 
of offering an opinion, I bc^ to add aa respects^ my- 
self that the amount of salary was not the induce- 
ment which led me to umlertake tiie duties of tiie 
office whidi I have tiie honor to fill, inasmuch aal 
renounced, on assuming it, an income which condder- 
ably exceed it ; and that my readiness to plae^ my 
humble services at tiie disposal of Her Majee^ 
whenever they maybe commanded, will not be af- 
fected by anjr decision to which Her Majesty's Minis- 
ters may arrive on this question.

""iXTBACT bom ft Beport of a Committee of the Ho- 
norable the Exeoutiye Council on Matters of 
State, dated the 20th Deoember, 1850, approv- 
ed by His Excellency the Oovemor Oenml in 
Council on the same day. 



''The Conmuttee of the Executiye Council have 
had under consideration, on Your Excellencv's re- 
ference, the Beports made tp the Legislative Assem- 
blv during its last Session by a Committee appoint- 
ed to enquire into the state of the PuUic Income 
and Expenditure of the Province. Your Excellency 
having, m your Speech from the Throne at the com- 
mencement of the last Sessbn recommended such an 
enquiry, the appointment of a Select Committee ap- 
peared to Your^xcellenc/s advisers to be the most 
efficient means of bringing about every retrenchment 
compatible^ with maintaining the efficiency of the 
pubhc service, and at the same time of dispelling the 
illusory expectations which seemed to nave oeen 
formed b^ a portion of the public. The Committee 
of Council re^t that the delay which has taken 
place in printing the Report of the Select Commit- 
tee has prevented them fi:om sooner taking it into 
consideration, and giving it that attention which the 
great importance of the subject demands. On ex- 
amining the proceedings of the Select Committee 
it appears that it was fi^t resolved on motion of the 
Inspector General, that the Committee should com- 
mence its enquiries by investigating the various 
sources of the public revenue, and idl charees de- 
frayed out of the said revenue before it reaches the 
Beceiver General, and that it should then proceed to 
consider the expenditure under the various heads. 
Althouj^ the Select Committee app^ to have de- 
viated crom the mode of proceeding originally deter- 
mined on, the Committee of Council propose to ad- 
here to it in considerioff the Beport, firom a convic- 
tion that it is the mode best calculated to give gene- 
ral satisfaction. The most important branch of the 
public revenue is the Customs, and in connection 
therewith mav be considered that derived from Tolls 
on Canals ana other worics which are under the same 
general management, and in many instances collect- 
ed by the same officers. Suggestions have been made 
as to the expediency of changing both the system of 
management of these revenues, and the mode of re- 
munerating the officera employed in collecting them. 

On examining the proceedings of die Select Com- 
mittee, the Committee of Council find not only that 
these suggestions were nof entertained, but tbiat the 
present s^e of salaries met the unanimous approba- 
tion of the Committee. The Committee of Council 
would here remark that considerable reductions have 
been made in the salaries of various officers employed 
in the Customs department, on the recommendation 
of Your Excellenc/s present advisers ; and it is satis- 
£BU)tory to them to find that these reductions have been 
approved of, and that the present salaries are cou' 
siaered reasonable. 

The next branch of revenue to be considered is 
that included under the head of Territorial," which 
includes that derived from the timber cut on the Crown 
domain. The Finance Commitee having pronounced 
no opinion as to the present system, the Committee 
of Council have carefully considered whether any 
changes can be introduced by which greater economy 
in the collection of the revenue can be effected, and 
at the same time the interests of those engaged in the 
timber trade can be promoted. The Committee of 
Council find that in the sister Province of New Bruns- 
toick the stumpage duty on timber has been converted 
into an export duty payable on all timber, whether 
cuton public or private property . Were suchachanfe 
adopted in Canada^ the revenue could be convenientTv 
collected without any expense and the mode of col- 



lection would give gpreatsatisfiMtion to those engaged 
in the lumber trade. The only objection that presents 
itseif to this mode of collecting the stumpajra duty ia 
that the ownera of timber laim would be svwiect to a 
chaige from which they are now exempt. It seems 
to be the opinion of those most conversant with the 
trade, thatat present large quantities of timber cut on 
the Crown domain are passed as cut on private pro- 
perty ; and it has been suggested that as the enforce- 
ment of relations sufficientiy stringent to prevent 
fraud woum operate more dinidvantaffeously to the 
trade than a snudl duty, it would be the least objec- 
tionable policy to impose auniform export duty, rather 
less thw tiie present stumpage duty. The Commit- 
tee of Council are of opinion that this subject should 
undergo further consideration during the next session 
of the Legislature, but they recommend that all 
future grants of land should contain a reservation of 
the duty which may be imposed on timber. The 
Committee of Council are not of opinion that any 
advantageous change can be made in the system of 
disposbff of the public lands. The agents are paid 
by a moderate fixed commission on the monies j^as- 
sing through their hands, and as it would^ subject 
the public to great inconvenience if agencies were 
whollv aboUshed, the Committee cannot recommend 
the aaoption of such a measure. 

The Committee of Council have carefuUv consid- 
ered the various charges on the Crown Land revenue, 
and the causes which have led to its apparent unpro- 
ductiveness. It appears from the evidence, of the 
Commissioner of Crown Lands that, during the last 
eieht years, scrip to the amount of £317,119 16s. 
6d., has been issued in satisfiu^tion of the claims of 
U. E. Lovalists and Militiamen, of which £291,085 
15s. lOd. has been redeemed, being on an average 
upwards of £36,000, per annum. The amount out- 
standing, together witn that to be issued in satisfac- 
of claims, may be estimated at about £40,000, so 
that the main cause of the apparent uuproductive- 
ness of the public lands will soon be removed. The 
Committee of Council are not called upon to express 
any opinbn as to the wisdom of the pohcy of making 
grants originally to the U. E. Loyalists or Militiamen, 
or of satisfying the daims for such grants by the 
issue of scnp. It is sufficient for them toiasffirm that 
the faith of theX/rown having been pledged to the 
claimants, the redemption of the scrip was an inevit- 
able necessitv ; and although the revenue from the 
Crown Lands and Timber nas been for several years 
very smaU, it must be considered an important and 
gratifying circumstance that a debt of nearly 
£400,000 has been extmguished^r 

The next important chaif;e on the Territorial re- 
venue is the expense of Surveys, including the 
salaries of the officers engaged in the superintendence 
of that branch of the Crown Lands dei>artment. The 
Committee of Coundl do not find either that the 
salaries of those employed permanendy in the depart- 
ment, or the remuneration allowed to those engaged 
in surveying the new townships are excessive. 
There seems then but two modes by which this ex- 
pense can be reduced : Ist, by the abandonment of 
Surveys: 2nd, by adopting a di£Eerent system of 
remunerating the Surveyors, viz : that which formerly 
prevailed of compensating them by grants of the 
surveyed lands. The Committee of Council have 
no hesitation in giving it as their opinion, that it is 
wholly impossible, considering the demands of the 
settiers on the vacant lands of the Crown, to refuse 
to provide for new and extensive Surveys; and 
nothing but the want of means at the dispooEd of the 
department has prevented the Commissioner of 
Crown Lands from sooner meeting the urgent de- 
mands which have been made upon him from 
various parts of the Province for new Surveys. As 
to the mode of compensating Surveyoi^s, theCom^ 
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nuttoe of Coanoil feel Msured tbst the endenoe 
of the Commisflioiier of Crown Lands mi|st satisfy 
the public that no real saving can be effected by the 
change which has been suggested, The Surveys" 
(says the Honorable Mr. iVtce in his evidence,) (Mud 
« in land cost more than twice as much as thosepaidin 
cash, while it is notorious that the former are ver^ 
erroneousand defective." The Committeeof Conned 
are of opinion that any apparent retrenchment to be 
effected by reducing the cost of Surveys in money, 
at the sacrifice of the public domain, would be a 
measure of the most objectionable character. The 
other dbbursements in the Crown Lands office are 
salaries, postages, advertizing, and other incidental 
expenses. The salary of the Chief Commissioner 
it 18 proposed should undergo a reduction of 20 per 
cent., similar to that which will be proposed for the 
other heads of departments. The salaries of the 
subordinate officers are not, in the opinion of the 
Committee of Council, excessive, and at present no 
reduction can be made in the number of those em- 
ployed. The Commissioner of Crown Lands is fully 
impressed with the necessity of practising the utmost 
economy consistent with maintaining the efficiency 
of his department, and when the new postage sys- 
tem has come into operation, and when the land 
claims have been finally settled, there is reason to 
believe that the office expenditure may be reduced. 

The Excise Revenue consists of auction duties, 
and duties on spirits, and the cbai^ for licenses for 
shops, billiard-tables, &c The officers employed in 
the collection of this revenue are paid by commission, 
and their emoluments vary from £10 to £300 per 
anniun, averaging in Lower Canada about £100 per 
annum, and in Upper Canada about £140 per an- 
num. The duties cannot, in the opinion of the 
Committee of Council, be advantageously transferred 
to any other class of officers, and the emoluments of 
the officers do not appear to be excessive. The duty 
on Bank Notes ia paid direct to the Beceiver-Genercu 
without any chaige. - 

The Committee of Council will now proceed to a 
consideration of tlie General Expenditure of the Pro- 
vince. The charge on the Consolidated Revenue 
for various items of expenditure during the year 
1849 was (including the appropriation for the Sink- 
ing Fund, £75,000) £525,913 8s. 2d. ^ Of tiiis 
amount the char^ for interest and appropriation for 
the Sinking Fund absorb £257,727 19s. 1 Id., or very 
nearly one-half of th^ entire amount The sum of 
£93,704 6s. 7d. was expended on j^rants for educa- 
tional and charitable Institutions, tor the promotion 
of Agriculture, maintenance of Light-houses, Indian 
annmties, Militia pensions, Geol^iadsurvey,and sui>- 
port of the Penitentiary. The Committee of Council 
are not of opinion that the expenditure under any oj 
these heads can be reduced without causing very 
ffreat public dissatis&ction. The expenses of the 
Le^lature amounted to £54,001 7s. 2d The 
Committee of Council forbear entering into the 
consideration of this branch of the expenditure 
which is under the immediate supervision of Com- 
mittees apnointed by the two Houses of the L^is- 
lature. The charge for the Administration of Justice 
was, in 1849, £62,740 14s. 2d., of which about 
£37,000 was expended for the contingent expenses 
in Upper and Lower Canadoy principallv in the 
maintenance of gaols and court-houses. The charge 
on the Civil List for the salaries of the Ju<^g;es of 
the Superior Courts, and of the Attomies anc 
Solicitors-General, was £21,432 Os.lOd. The Com- 
mittee of Council are of opinion the salaries of al 
future Judges should be reduced, that ^e salmes 
of the Chief Justices and ChanceUor should be fixec 
at £900 per annum, and those of the Pmsng Jud^ 
and Vice-chancellors at £800, and that the salaries 
of the Attomies-General should be the same as 



those of the Chief Justices. In proposing this re- 
duction, the Committee of Coundl feel that thqr 
are going as fiir as is consistent with securing the 
best talent of the oountir for the highest judidal 
offices. The chai^ fbr Pensions, other than those 
for the Judges, may be brieflv dismissed. These are, 
with few exceptions, of old standing, having bera 
granted either prior to the Union of the two Pro- 
vinces or at tliat period, to fadlitate arrangements 
for introducing a new system of Government. The 
Pension List is beine annually reduced, and will 
next year not exceed £4,000 currency. The chaige 
for 1849 was £5,022 9s. 7d. The Pensions granted 
to the retiring Judges, which for 1849 amounted to 
£2,007 8s. Qa«, stand on a diffisrent footing from ordi- 
nary Pensions. The tenure of office of the Judges 
being *^ qwmdiu se bene geaerunty^ the Crown has no 
power of removal Bodily infirmity or advanced 
age would not be sufficient grounds to justify the 
interference of Parliament to procure the dismissal 
of a Judge, and voluntary resignation in the absence 
of any provision could scarcely be expected. It 
would, in the opinion of the Committee of Council, 
>e highly prejudicial to the public interest to alter 
the tenure of office of the Ju^es, and to make them 
incumbents during pleasure. In the State of New 
York the Judges were at one time required to va- 
cate their seats on the bench at the age of 60. 
Under the operation of this rule the State was de- 
prived of the services of eminent Judges in the full 
exercise of their powers. It has been suggested that 
special application should be made to Parliament; for 
a retiring allowance in each particular case ; such 
a s;^stem would inevitably lead to the Judges being 
obliged to seek the &vor of members of a popular 
Assembly whose votes would be necessary to enable 
them to obtain their retiring allowances. The Com- 
mittee of Coundl feel it unnecessair to dwell on the 
objections to such a system. It has likewise been 
suggested that a tax should be levied on the salaries 
of the J udges, sufficientlv large to defray the chaise 
for Judges Pensions. The Committee cannot, m 
view of the reduction proposed in the salaries of the 
J udges, recommend any rartherdeduction therefrom. 
They have entered at some length into this subject, 
believing that many who are in prindple opposed to 
pensions will, on being made aware of the practical 
dfflcultv in Uie way of dispensing with Judicial Pen- 
sions, abandon tiieir opposition to them, and more 
espedally as it is not pretended that the Crown has 
abused the power conferred on it of granting Pensions 
to Judges to a limited extent. 

The expense attendant on keeping up the organ- 
ization of the Militia Force was, in 1849, £2,034 
lis. Id It seems to the Committee of Council 
indbpensable that this department should be divided 
into two branches, one for each section of the Pro- 
vince. In the absence of any specific recommenda- 
tion from the Select Committee of Finance they 
are not prepared to suggest anv plan for reducing 
the nresent expenditure under this head. 

The Committee of Coundl have now to consider 
the chaige on the Civil List for the Executive 
vemment of the Province which was, for the year 
1849, £32,081 lis. 2d. This charge covers the 
salary of the Governor General, £7,777 15s. 4d.; 
the several Departmetkts of the Government, 
£18,242 9s. 9d.; and Continffendes, £6,061 6s. Id. 
A considerable portion of the last item is for post- 
age, an item which will be materiiJly reduced under 
a cheap postage svstem. The salaries of the Go- 
vernor General and of the Heads of Departments 
seem to have been those which principally occupied 
the attention of the Committee of Finance. In the 
salaries of the subordinate officers no material reduc- 
tion could be effected without depriving the Go- 
vernment of the means of ^taining ^efficient assis^ 
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ThejalAms of the sabordiiiate offieera of the 
Gkivemoieiit are not h^W tima time of penoni of 
eqndi attabnnentB in odier ooonpations. With 
regaid; to the Heads of Departmenta it ia to be 
obiarYed that when the Civil List Act was paseed^ 
afoonndemble rednotbn was made in thw emolu- 
ments whiob had previoosly been folly 20 per oent. 
higher. It appears to the Committee of Council 
that no soide ot salaries can be fixed that will not be 
dmounoed as excessine by aspirants for popular 
Sufot. While the Committee of Council are oon- 
Ttnoed that the gentiemea who have devoted them- 
selves to the public service of the countiTi and who 
have held political officer under various Administra- 
tions, have been, actuated by higher motives than 
ibe desire. of office finr the sake of its emoluments. 
Thqr are likewise prepared to maintwn that the 
incumbents of sudi offices ought to be compensated 
with salaries commensurate with the saorifice which 
thqr are called upon, to Biak% and' that they should 
not be exposed to pecuniary loss in addition to Ibeir 
other vssponatbilities. The Committee of Coundl 
have examined the proceeding of the Finance Com- 
mittee on die subject of salanes with sreat attention, 
and have arrived at the conclusion- wat tiie salaries 
of the Heads of Departments should be fixed at 
£800 per annum, being the same as those intended 
for the Puisn6 Judges. The Committee of Conn- 
oil do- not. deem it expedient to recommend any 
legislMive eoaotment by which the number of tlie 
Ekeoijutive CoundUois should be limited. It may 
bepraobtcal to unite the offices of Spcfdnr of tlie 
Legislative Council and Cliaarman of the Com- 
mittees o£ the Executive Council with others, 
but this must depend on ciroomstances; and it 
cannot be the interest of the public to fotter 
tfM choice of the Crown* to an extent pro- 
' posed b^ some. It will often hi^pen tbit amst- 
aooe wmch. it is important for the Qovemment to 
secure can ofulj be^ obtained on- certain conditieBs 
wfaidi it may be for the public interest to- accept. 
Thereean be no doubt that public opinion is sufficient- 
ly powenfol to prevent any unnecessary expenditure of 
mdilio money by the separation of offices winch may 
be conveniently united. The salary attached to the 
offioe of Governor General must, m the opinion of 
the Committee of Council, be lookednpon in a wholly 
diflerant light from all other charges on the Civil 
List Although the Committee <tf Council, in view 
of tfa» drcumstances under which the Act mutiny 
a. Civil List to Her Majesty was passed, and oonsi- 
dering diat Act as a SBioreA engagement on the part 
of the people of Canada to pay the amount stipulated 
durii^ a.^ecified period of time^ could not recom- 
mend any l^^ative action in thb country until the 
subject mui been brought under the notice of Her 
Majesty's Imp^nal Government, yet the Committee 
haw entertained no doubt that widiout reference to 
their opinion as to the expediency of the change, 
Her Majesty's Government would offbr no opi)oei- 
tbn to sucn retrenchment as the Canadian Legisla- 
tmre riiould determine on with reforence to the 
salaries, of H^ Majesty's servants in Canada sub- 
ordinate to Her Bepresentative. But with re^rd 
to the Governor General the case is entirely dmer- 
ent, and however strongly it may be urged that the 
Canadian Legislature have the right to determine 
Ae amount of all salaries chargeable on their reve- 
nues, the Committee of Councn are of opinion that 
nodiiDff could have tended more to create a serious 
misunaerstanding with the Imperial Government 
than the adoption of any proposition for the reduc- 
tion of the Governor General's salary without pre- 
vious consultation with Her Majesty's Government 
Such oonsidtation would, under any circumstances, 
have been a mere act of courtesy; but when it is 
considered that Uie saltoy has been voted for the life 



of The Queen and an adcKtioiud term of yean, its 
onnsrion would have been not only an act of dis- 
courtesy, but a breach of iaidi. The Committee of 
Comtm, therefore, could not have recommended any 
action m this subject without previous reference to 
:ier Majesty's Government lYith regard to the 
salary itself, it must be obvious that perpetiml dis- 
cussion regarding its amount is ealculated to impair 
the dignity of tm Queen's Representative, and to be 
a source of constant annoyance to the incumbent of 
the highest office in the Province. It must be 
sufficiently obvious that no reduction that could be 
m>posed would put an end to agitation on the sub* 
ject. There will always be advocates of a lower 
salary than that fixed by law. It mi^t have been 
reasonably supposed^that an Act granting the salary 
j >r a fixed period would have had the effect of pre- 
venting any discussion on the subject during that 
period. But eitperience proves that no such r^ult 
can be anticipated. The most prominent advocates 
of a reduction of this salary during last session were 
members of the Government by wnich it was recom- 
mended only a few years before. It seems, there^ 
fore, highly desirable that, if possible, some arrange- 
ment r^rdlng this salary should be made which 
would entirely remove it from die control of the 
: Provincial Legishture. The Committee of Council 
are not prepmd at present to make any specific 
recommendation on the subject which uiey fed 
assured vrill receive the best consideration of Her 
! Majesty's Imperial Government 

The remaming cbaiges on tiie revenue during 
849> are for the printing of the Laws, and various 
miscellaneous chai^i most of which are not of a 
permanent character^ and require no particular notice. 
It maybe observed that various economical changes 
lave already been made in Ac printing of the Laws, 
and every practicable retrenchment in. the printmg 
expenses will be efiected 

The Committee of Coundl having now reviewed 
the charges on the public revenue and the various , 
>raadies of the public expenditure, would recom- 
mend Your Excellency to briuff the subject of die 
Civil List under the notice of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment, witii the view of obtaining their concur- 
rence to the proposed reductions in. the salaries of 
the future J udges, imd of certain officers of the Exe- 
cutive Government, and sudi reduction of the charge 
for Pensions as may be consistent with the mainten-^ 
ance of the honor of the Crown."

My Lord, — I have received your Despatch, No. gJJ^X 
244, of the 3lst Decraiber last, inclosing a Minute 
of your Executive Council on a Report made to the 
L^klative Assembly during its last session, by a 
Committee appointed to enquire into the state of the 
Provincial Licome and Expenditure. I have also 
received the Report of the Committee to which the 
above Minute relates. These important documents, 
and the remarks wUchYour Lordship has made upon 
them in Your Despatch, have not failed to receive the 
deliberate consideration of my colleagues and of my- 
self ; and I have now to convey to you, on the part 
of Her Miyesty's Qt)vemmentC the authority wnich 
is asked for by, your Council, and which you recom- 
mend should be given to them, for proposinff to the 
Canadian Parlkment a Bill for reducing in the man- 
ner set forth in the above Minute, some of the 
charges provided for by the Civil List Act of 184ft. 

2. The grounds upon which Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment have thought it their duty to sanction the 
proposed alterations of an arrangement which has 
been so lately made for the term of Her Majesty's 
life by the Canadian Parliament, I caimotmore j 
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olearij ezpliun to you than by tnmeorilaiiff the* fol- 
lowing extract from a Despatch which I hadoccasion, 
in August List, to address to the OoTemor ot New 
South WqImj and whidi» upon this point, is equally 
applicable to Canada : 

I wish you distinctly to understand that there 
is no desire on the part of Her M^esty's Goyem- 
ment to preyent prospecliye reductions <tf^ changes 
which, in the opuion of the Colonists, will saray 
admit of beinff oiminished. The interests of exist- 
**iug office-holaers must be protected, because they 
accepted those offices with eaq^tations which, 
cannot justly be disappointed. But^subjectto these 
interests, diere is no objection to the li^islature 
iEbdng whatever scale (tf emoluments they may think 
fit for public servants to be hereafter appointed. 7 
« should, for my own part, consider it highly injudi^ 
cious to leduoe the salary of an office, so as to render 
^* it no longer an object m ambition to men of ability 
and of respectable station. But this is a matter in 
which die interests of the Colonists only. are invol- 
yed, as they will be the sufierers from any failure to 
provide adequate remuneration for those by whom 
the Public Service b carried on ; the determinittion, 
^ therefore, of what is sufficient, must be left to the 
L^slatures, with whom will rest the responsibility 
for. the judidous exercise of power. 

I consider it, however, absolutely essential that 
whatever may be the rate of pajrment, the salaries 
''of all the principal officers of the Gtovemment 
^* should, for the reasons stated in the Beport of the 
^* Committee of the Privy Council, be permanently 
granted ; that is not voted from year to year, but pro- 
''vided for in the same manner as charges on the 
Consolidated Fund in this country^ by Acts, and 
<' therefore only susceptible of alteration by Acts of 
the Legislature passed in the ordinary manner, wiUi 
the consent of the Crown. You will therefore un- 
derstand that youare not at liberty to give the assent 
of the Crown to any Act which may be passed re- 
'Mucing the salaries of those who are now in the 
Public Service, or rendering dependent on annual 
'< votes any of the diarges now provided for by per- 
manent appropriations. Any Acts of this sort you 
reserve for the signification of Her Majesty's 
pleasure* unless you consider them so manifestly ob- 
^'jectionable as to call for their rejection. Subject to 
this restriction, you are authorized to exercise your 
own judgment in giving or withholding your assent 
**from Acts for the reduction of the fixed charges 
f^on the Colonial revenue." 

3. Though for the reasons I have stated in the 
above extract, I consider it to be inexpedient that Her 
Majesty's Government should throw any obstacle in 
the way of those reductions in the salaries provided 
for by the Canadian Civil List, which it is the de- 
sire of your Council to propo0e to the Provincial 
Parliament, I think it my duty distinctiy to record 
my opinion, that these reductions are in 'themselves 
tmwise, and that the comparatively trifling saving 
which will thus be effected in the public expenditure 
of the Province, will not prove in the end to be an 
act of true and permanent economy. All experience 
seems to me to support the conclusion, Uiat the 
truest economy, whether for States or for individuals, 
is to give liberal remuneration to those who are en- 
trusted with the performance of duties of great im- 
portance and responsibility; the public cannot, any 
more than a private employer, expect to secure the 
advantage of bein^ honestiy and ably served, if it is 
niggardfy in paying its servants; and when it is 
considered how serious are the losses and evils to 
which the community may be exposed from a defi- 
ciency of honesty and ability in those by whom its 
affairs are managed, the savmg effected by reducing 
the salaries of those filling responsible situations 
below the amount which wiu afford a fair remune-

ration to men of character and ability for devoting 
their time and attention to public affiwrs instead of to 
theirprivate ooncems, will be found to have been dear> 
ly purchased. Hence, as it does not appear fixmi your 
Despatch, that the principal public servants recdve 
at present a high rate of pay as compared to that 
which is given to those who are employed by Banks 
and Mercantile Companies, I must r^;ard the pro- 
posed^ reductions of salary as injudidous. This 
question, however, as I liave alresdy observed, is 
one for the consideration and decinon of the Par- 
liament of Canada. 

4. That pcMrtion of the Minute of your Executive 
Council which relates to the an^ount of tiie salary at 
present attached to the office of Governor General* 
and your own remarks upon this important point, 
have attracted the more particular attention of Her 
Majesty's Government. The present salary of that 
office does not appear to me to be unduly nigh; on 
the contrary, beueving it to be an object of the 
greatest importance to Canada that tbs post of 
Governor General should be filled by men of politic 
cal experience, and of the highest ability that can be 
found, I r^et that the salary is not at present such 
as in general to afford any temptation to those who 
have taken a lead in public affairs in this country, 
to abandon their prospects at home for the purpose 
of accepting this office. But I concur with x our 
Lordship and irith your Council in considering the 
amount of the salary as of far less importance, thm 
that this amount, whatever it may be, should be 
fixed, and should cease to be the sucgect of perpetual 
discussion in the Province, since such discmssion, it 
is justiy remarked by jour Council in their Minute, 
is calculated to impair the dignity of The Queen's 
Representative. It might have been hoped that the 
manner in which the present salary of tiie Governor 
General was gnmted for Her Majesty's life by the 
Provincial Legislature, by an Act of Pariiaonent 
freely and deliberately passed for that purpose, would 
have had the effect of permanentiv settling a ques- 
tion, the agitation of which is attended with so much 
evil 

Experience has, however, proved this hope to be 
unfounded; nor can I see tne slightest reason for 
believing that if the existing arrangement were to 
be departed firom, and any possible reduction in the 
salary of the office assented to by Her Majesty, the 
question would tiien be set at rest, or that a still 
nirther reduction would not be proposed as soon fl& 
it mi^ht suit the views of any political party to renew 
the discussion. 

5. There is but one mode that I am aware of by 
which any further cuptation of this question in the 
Province may be CTOCtuaUy prevented, and that is 
by making the salary of the Governor General a 
charge not upon the Canadian but upon the British 
Treasury. This is an alteration wnich for man^ 
reasons I have long regarded as advisable; and it 
appears to Her Majesty^ Government, that a fitting 
occasion for proposing it is now presented, in con- 
sequence of tne desire manifested by the Canadian 
Parliament for a revision of the Civu List. But it 
is impossible that such an alteration can be recom- 
mended to Parliament except as part of a general 
measure for placing the fiscal relations of the Mother 
Country and the Colony on a footing adapted to the 
greatly altered circumstances of the present time as 
compared to those under which the existing arrange- 
ment of those relations has grown up. 

6. Canada (in common with the other British 
Provinces in North America) now possesses in the 
most ample and complete manner in which it is pos- 
sible that she should enjoy it, the advantage of self- 
government in all that relates to her internal affidrs. 
It appears to Her Majesty's Government that this 
advantage ought to carry vf^ith it corresp 
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apomibilities, and that the time is now oome when 
toe pemde Canada mmt be called upon to take 
Hpon IhemBdves a larger ediare than they have 
hitherto done, of expenses which are incurred on 
this iMM^nnt, and for their advantage. Of these 
expenses hj far the heaviest charge whidi falls upon 
this country is that incurred for me Military protec- 
tion o£ the Province. B^rdin^ Canada as a most 
important and valuable part of the Empire, and 
believing the maintenance of the connexion between 
ib» Mother Country and the Colony to be of the 
highest advantage to both, it is far from being the 
view of Her Majesty's Government that the general 
Militai^ power of the Empire is not to be used in the 
protection of this part of Her Majesty's dominions. 
nnt looking to the rapid progress which Canada is 
now making in wealth and population, and to the 
{HXMperity which she at this moment enjoys, it is the 
conviction of Her Majesty's Government^ that it is 
only due to the people of this country that they 
should now be relieved from a large proportion of 
the charge which has hitherto been imposed upon 
them for the protection of a Colony now well 4ole 
to do much towards protecting itself. In adopt- 
ing this principle^ I need hardly observe to you 
that Her Majestv's Government would merely 
be reverting to toe former colonial policv of this 
country. You are weH aware that up to the period 
of the war of the American Revolution^ the then 
British Colonies which now form the United States^ 
as well as the West Indiifn Colonies, were required 
to take upon themselves the principal share of the 
burthen of their own protection, and even to con- 
tribute to the Military operations undertaken to 
extend the Colonial possessions of the British Crown. 
The North American Colonies defended themselves 
almost entirely from the fierce Indian Tribes by which 
these infant communities were frequently emperilled^ 
and furnished no inconsiderable i)roportion of the 
force by which the contest of British power with 
that of France was maintained on the Continent of 
America; and the JVeet Indian Cdonies did not, in 
proportion to their means, make less exertions. 

7. Her Majesty's Government would have thought 
it right at an earlier period to revert to this former 
policy of the Empire, and to extend to Canada 
measures of the same description with those which 
have already been adopted as respects the Austral 
lian Colonies, had it not been that till lately there 
were circumstances connected with the commercial 
and general condition of Canada which seemed to 
render the time unfavorable for effecting so import- 
ant a change. The difficulties under which com- 
merce and industry labored were of a very 
aggravated description, and produced their usual 
C(Hisequences of political excitement and discontent; 
nor ought it to be concealed that much of the pre- 
vailing distress was attributable to the changes 
which had taken place in British legislation. The 
combined effect of the stimulus given by the Act of 
1843 to the investment of capital in preparations for 
supplying this country with flour from Canada^ and 
of the subsequent general repeal of all restrictions 
on the importation of corn and flour into the United 
Kingdom, had undoubtedly been to cause very heavv 
losses in Canadoj and till these had been recoverea, 
it would have been inexpedient to add to the bur- 
thens of the Province. 

8. But the season of commercial depression in 
Canada now passed away, the repeal of the 
Navigation Laws, and the opening of the St. Law- 
rence Canals, which the Province has been enabled 
to construct by a loan raised on highly favorable 
terms on the credit of the British Treasury, has 
given a great impulse to its trade, and the remarka- 
ble increase of the Customs' revenue which you have 
lately reported to me^ affords a clear and strikingproof 



the return of prosperity. Under these drcum- 
stances, H appears to Her Majesty's Government^ 
that no more favorable opportunity could be found 
for placing the fiscal relations of the Mother Country 
and the Colony on a permanent, and equitable footing. 
They are the more induced to adopt this view of the 
sulyect, because they are prepared to recommend to 
Parliament that assistance of the same kind with that 
which has proved so eminently useful to Canada in 
the construction of the St. Lawrence Canals, should 
be extended to her in respect of another public work, 
calculated to be hardly less beneficial to her than 
these Canals. In another Despatch I will explain to 
Your Lordship the views of Her Majesty's Govem- 
ment with re^Eurd to the means by which it is hoped 
that the construction of the Quebec and HaKfax 
Railway may be accomplished. I only advert to this 
subject at present for tne purpose of observing, that 
while the credit of this Country is exerted to enable 
Canada to extend her public works and to develope 
her resources, I feel confident that the Parliament of 
Canada will readily co-operate with Her Majesty's 
Government in adopting measures for diminishing 
the cReurge on the Bntish Treasury for the defence of 
the Province. 

9. Having thus explained to Your Lordship the 
principles of the policy which Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment propose to adopt, I will now proceed to state 
more particidarly the measures by which it is contem- 
plated that this policy should be carried into effect. In 
the first place, it is intended that in future, with the 
exception of a certain number of enrolled Pensioners, 
for whose location in the Province arrangements are 
in progress, the Troops maintained in Canada should 
be confined to the Ghtrrisons of two or three fortified 
posts of importance, probably only Quebec and 
Kingeton. The terms of amity upon which this 
Country now is with the United States, and the for- 
tunate termination of all the questions in dispute be- 
tween the two nations, removes, as I trust, au risk of 
any attack upon Canada from the only Power from 
which there could be any danser ; and it appears to 
Her Majesty's Government, Uiat if the Provincial 
Militia is maintained upon a proper footing, so long^ as 
peace continues, enou^ would he done to provide 
for the security of the r^rovince, by maintaining Gar- 
risons of Regular Troops in the two important posts I 
have mentioned. In the unfortunate, and 1 trust 
improbable contingency of a war with the United 
States^ it is obvious that both the Colony and the 
Mother Country would be called upon to submit to 
ffreat sacrifices, and to make great exertions for their 
defence ; but I have no doubt that these would be 
cheerfnlly made by both, if the exigency should un- 
happily arise. 

10. Upon the reduction of the British Force m 
Canada to the Garrisons of these fortified positions, 
it would become necessary that the warlik^ stores 
which are kept in the Colony should be reduced, and 
that the barracks- and other building which are no 
longer required should be disposea of ; but if the 
Parliament of Canada should be willing to undertake 
to keep up these barracks and buildings, in case of 
their oeing hereafter required, there would be no 
objection on the part of Her Majesty's Government 
to make them over to the Provincial authorities, and 
if the maintenance of a British Force at any of the 
posts now occupied should be desired for the pre- 
servation of internal security, such a Force would be 
readily supplied by Her Majesty's Government, if 
the actual cost thus incurred were provided for by 
the Province. 

1 1. Another charge which Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment would also expect that the Province should 
take upon itself as part of the above arrangement, 
is that of maintaining the Canals now in charge of 
the Ordnance Department You are awafS^tbit 
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thede Canals were exeeuted at the sole expense of this 
countnr and at a very heavy cost^ chiefly with a view 
to the Military defence of the Province. Her Majestjy's 
Government concefve that the< charge of maintaining 
them onght now to be nndertaken by the Province, 
and I trust that no difficulty will arise on that head. 
With regard to the Indian Department, as by the 
arrangement lately made, the extinction of the charge 
(except so far as repirds some payments for their 
lives to individuals) is provided for within five years, 
no further steps are required to be taken. 

12. In conclusion, I have now only to assure ^ou 
that — ^while Her Majesty's Government consider 
that justice to the people of this Country requires that 
Canada^ which is now so well able to support what- 
ever establishments are necessary for her own defence 
and for her own advantage, should cease to occasion 
so heavy a charge as formerly to the British Treasury, 
and that it is a fitting opportunity for introducing 
the change, when, in consequence of proceedings 
which have taken place in the Province, it becomes 
expedient to call upon Parliament to provide for the 
salary of the Governor General — it must not for a 
moment be supposed that these measures are con- 
templated under any idea that the connexion be- 
tween the Mother Countrjr and the Colony could be 
dissolved without ffreat injury to both, or that there 
is any probability mat it will be so« On the contrary, 
these measures are regarded as safe, because Her 
Majesty's Government are persuaded that the great 
body of the people of Canada are so fully satisfied of 
the great benefits they enjoy from the system of 
Constitutional Government now ha{q>ily established 
in the Province under the authority of the British 
Crown, that it may properly be left to themselves to 
take their share of the burthen of maintaining and 
defending an order of things from which they reap 
so much advantage. Under this impression, and in 
the earnest hope and confident belief that Canada 
may long continue to form an important member of 
the British Empire, Her Majestjr's Government 
have ad6pted the conclusions which I have now 
explained to you.

My Lord, — I have hitherto deferred answering 
Your Lordshin's Despatch, No. 198, of the 19th 
J uly last, in which you transmitted to me an Address 
to Her Majesty from the House of Assembly on the 
subject of the Clergy Beserves, because when this 
Despatch reached me the Session of the Provincial 
L^islature having already been brought to an end, 
and that of the Imperial Parliament being about to 
close, nothing could for some months be done on the 
subject referred to; and I therefore thought it ad- 
visable that it should be reserved for that full and 
deliberate consideration of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment which its difficulty and importance deserved. 

2. I have now to instruct Your Lordship to inform 
the House of Assembly when it shall again be called 
together, that their Address to The Queen, wluch was 
transmitted to me in your Despatch, has been laid 
before Her Majesty, and that Her Majesty has been 
pleased to receive it vetj graciously. 

You will further inform the House, that while 
Her Majesty's Servants greatly regret that a subject 
of so much difficulty as that of the Clergy Keserves 
should after an interval of some years have again 
been brought under discussion, it has appeared to 



them on mature deliberation that the desire expressed 
by the Assembly in this Address ought to be ac- 
ceded to, and they will accordingly be prepared to 
recommend to Parliament that an Act should be 
passed giving to the Provincial Legislature full 
authority to make such alterations as they may 
think fit in the existing arrangements with regard 
to the Clergy Beserves, provided that existing 
interests are respected. 

3. In coining to this conclusion Her Majesty's 
Government have been mainlv influenced by the 
consideration that great as would in their judgment 
be the advantages which would result from leaving 
undisturbed the existing arrangement by which a 
certain portion of the public lands of Canada are 
made available for the purpose of creating a fund for 
the religious instruction of the inhabitants of the 
Province, still the question whether that arrange- 
ment is to be maintained or altered is one so ex- 
clusively affecting the people of Canada^ that its 
decision ou^ht not to be withdrawn from the Pro- 
vincial Legislature, to which it properly belongs to 
regulate all matters concerning the domestic interests 
of the Province. 

4. It has therefore appeared to Her Majesty's 
Government that it woula be impossible for them 
consistently with the principles on which they have 
always held that the Government of Canada ought 
to be conducted, to advise Her Majesty to refuse to 
comply with the prayer of the Address of the House 
of Assembly, ana they have had the less difficulty 
in coming to this conclusion, because they have 
observed with satisfaction that the Assemblv in 
their Address have recognized the claims of those 
who are now in the enjoyment of incomes derived 
from the funds realized by the sale of the lands in 
question, and have not asKcd that in any alteration of 
the Actof Parliament now in force, authority should be 
given to the Provincial Legislature to interfere with 
the continuance of these incomes for the lives of the 
parties by whom they are received. The course 
thus taken by the Assembly is alike consistent with 
sound policy and with justice, and has obviated what 
would otherwise have been a great difficulty in the 
way of accomplishing the object they have in view. 

5. You will cause copies of this Despatch to be 
laid before both Houses of the Parliament of Canada 
at their next meeting.

2. That adhermg to this feeling, tiiis House never- 
theless b^ to represent that rinoe the change in 
the Colonial Policy of Great Britain in 1845, 
producers in Canada (who, compose nineteen- 
twentieths of the population) as well as those 
engaged in commerce or manufiu^tures have 
been subjected to great loss, as compared with 
nmilar mterests on the opposite sule of the 
boundary dividing this rrovmce from the 
United States, inasmtich as th^ are under the 
uistbg Commercial Laws of Grmx/ J?rtifaim and 
the United States, at all times subject to lower 
prioee, and under no circumstances can they 
obtain higher prices— because whenever markets 
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thejr are ilwayi lower in Camda than in tlie 
Umsi 8M€$; 80 alio when pmes aia higher 
in Ewnf9 than in America^ Canadian T^eat 
and Floor grown in the same latitude same 
soil, and aame oUmate, and manniaotiired in 
mills piodudn^the same quality as that pro- 
ducil^ in the Umiied Skates, does not command 
as high a price for export as does thMd Wheat 
and Floor of the Umied Spates for consomption 
in the Eastern States. 

3. That this Hoose begs leave respectfollj to re- 
present, that this ineqoality of prrices on the 
different sides of the boondary arises from the 
twenty per cent, doty imposed by the United 
States open the introdoction of Canadian Wheat 
and other piodoctions, the wlude of which is 
paid by the Canadian prodocer by whom it is 
exported, and not by the. consomer in the 
United Staies; and this fact, which has been 
tested by the experience of its practical opera- 
tion since 1847, was thos expressed in Jone, 
1649, in a Petition to this House from the 
Provincial Agricoltoral Association of Upper 
Canada: — We feel imperioosly called upon^ 

and foUy warranted in assoring Yoor Honor- 
able Hoose^ that we shall loox in vain for a 

" spirit of ent^rize, content, or prosperity, 
amwg the Farmers of Canada West, ontil 
thsix i>roducts shall command the same price 

<^ which is attained by the Farmers of the State 
otNew York.'' 

4. That this House do€» not seek for the adoption 
of any measure the effect of which woidd 
enhance the price of the productions of Canada 
at the cost of the consumer in Great Britain^ 
neither does this House ask for protection, — ^its 
only aim is to be placed on an equal footing 
with the producer m the United States; and 
that this can only be effected by extending the 
principles of the Navigation Act to the fouow- 
mg productions of this Province : Grain and 
Breadstuffi of aB kinds. Vegetables, Fruits, 
Seeds, Animals, Hides, Wool, Cheese, Tal- 
low, Horns, Salted and Fieah Meats, Ores 
of aJl Idnds of Metals, Plaster of Paris in Stone 
or Ground, Ashe|9, Timber, Staves, Wood and 
Lumber of all kinds, which will make it the 
interest both of the United States^ and of all 
other Naticms, to remove any duty at present 
imposed by them on those articles. 

5. That this House, in order that its intentions 
may not be nusunderstood, feels it to be its 
duty to point out the difference in the opera- 
tion of a fixed dutv, and a retaliatory duty 
as now proposed: the former having the effect 
of increasing prices both to the home producer 
andr consumer, to the amount of the duty im- 
posed ; while the latter increases prices to 
neither, provided asufficient supply benimished, 
without duty, to meet the demand: — Thus, if 
one hundred diousand quarters of wheat is con- 
sumed, and seventy-five thousand produced, in 
GreatBritain,a fixed duty of, say Ss.per quarter, 
enhances the price foil ds. to the grower, at the 
cost of the consumer ; while the twenty-five 
thousand quarters imported to make up the 
deficiency also increases the price to the con- 
sumer to the same extent, at the same time the 
foreign producer receives 58. less (the' foil 
amount paid^ to the State) than the home pro- 
ducer, as this Province has witnessed and fdt 
for some years past in the relative prices of 
Wheat on the opposite sides of the boundary 
between Canada and the United States. That 
by adopting the principle of reciprocity as now 
proposed, this double operation of increasing 
the cost to the home consumer, and at the same 



time lessening the price to the forel^ producer, 
could not arise, — ^tm twanty-five tlioueand quar* 
ters requhred would be fomished bom Nations 
ntuated on the Baltic j Mediterransanj and Bladi 
Sea J without duty ; thus the producer in Britain 
would recdve no hi^w pnces, and the con- 
sume would pay no more. Hiot if the United 
States or any other Nation should continue to 
levy this duty, the prc^ts of the producer in 
such F(»ei^ Country would be reduced in a 
like proportion, thereby i^ing him precisely in 
the same situation as the producer m Canada 
when his productions are consumed in the United 
States. 

6. That having experienced this inejjuali^ of 

S rices in Canada under the operation of the 
uties in the United StaUs in 1836^7 and 1838, 
when prices ruled higher in America than in 
Great Britain, the Legislature addressed Her 
Maiesty, in May, 184^ to open a negodation 
witn the Government of the United States, to 
admit the production of the respective Coun- 
tries into each others markets on equal terms ; 
that the said negodation was promptly opened 
by Mr. JPackenhamy in Washington, in June 
fcdlowing, where it has remained up to the pre- 
sent moment without any apparent inclination 
on the part of the Government of the United 
States to accede to their request. 

7. That, in conclusion, this House would beg to 
represent to Her Majestv, that this is a question 
uniting all interests, and one which inv(4ves the 
future peace and prosperity of the Colony, and 
essential to the maintenance of its connexion 
with Great Britain. 

8. That an humUe Address be presented to Her 
Maiesty, respectfoUy praying that Her Majesty 
will be pleased to recommend to the Imperial 
Parliament to enact, that a Joke duty may 
henceforth be imposed on the productions 
(hereinbefore enumerated) of all Nations when 
imported into Great Britain as such Foreign 
Nations may impose on the importation of 
similar productions of Great Britain and her 
dependencies.

To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty. 

May it jdease Your Majesty; 

We, Your Majesty's dutiful and loyal Subjects, 
the Commons of 

Canada in Parliament assembled, beg leave respect- 
fully to address Your Majesty on a subject which 
we concave to be of the utmost importance to our 
Constituents. We have heard with ahum, that it is 
the intention of Your Majesty's Imperial Govern- 
ment to propose to Parliament a reduction of the 
present Duties on Foreign Timber, toan extent whidi 
will materially diminish the opportunities whidi the 
Colonial proaucer now enjoys of aiding himself of 
the British Markets. The difference in the cost of 
labor and freight in favor of the European producer 
of timber and deals, is well known, and manifestly 
places his Colonial competitor in a position of great 
mferiority. The difference in fireijmt alone amounts 
to an advantage of seventeen shSlings per load of 
square timber, or four pence per foot, flie average 
present rate from the Baltic being from twelve 
shillings to thirteen shillings per Icmd, while from 
Qu^c the rate is thirty shillings per load. 
It must be evident that a diffiarence so ex- 
tensive as this must operate as a practical 
prohibition of the Lumber from the North Ame- 
rican Colonies, and it is to be feared that some 
of the most important branches of the trade will be 
totally destroyed, and the whole will certainly be 
seriously depressed by the change now announced by 
Your Majesty's Government The serious injury to 
the Province which must result fironf this depression, 
will be best manifested by the statetnent that four- 
fifths of all the tonnage which visits Canadian ports 
is employed in the Bntish timber trade ; and that 
immense tracts of country, including the entire re- 
gion watered by the Ottawa and Sa^icnajfj and other 
less considerable rivers, are dependent directly or in- 
directly^ on this traffia It is calculated that no less 
than thirty-five thousand men are employed directly 
in the preparation and shipment of Lumber, &c., and 
this is of course independent of the many thousands 
of farmers, merchants, and other industrious persons 
engaged in Ae supply of necessaries. The wages 
of these men are calculated at one million two 
hundred thousand pounds per annum, of which a 
very large proportion is expendckl in the purchase 
of British goods. 

We need not pwnt out to Your Majesty that the 
British Market is really the only one we have to look 
to for the export of our great staples, diut out as 
vfe are from the Ports of the United States by pro- 
hibitory Wood dotiea of twenty per cent., vffaich 
renders any shipment to that quarter of compara^ 
tively little benefit ; shduld it however be deemed 
expedient to remove the duty alluded to, we would 



humbly subttk that in justice to the Coloaiita sufll- 
eient notice of such deterasdnation mBj be given# 

We therefore humUy and eamesUy pray Your 
Majesty to take the above £eicts into x our morable 
consideration, in otdex to continue to us the advan-* 
tages consequent upon our connection vrith the 
Mother Country, and avert the evils which must 
inevitably ensue, if the contemplated change^ be 
carried into effecl^ and espedally without any notk^; 
and we b^ to avail ourselves of this opportunity 
to* renew our assurances of devoted attacnment to 
Your Majestv^s Person and Government.

the title of the other House, communicates it, and 
desires its concurrence. The blank is then filled up, 
and a Message is returned, acquainting the House 
with t^eir concurrence, and that the blank has been 
filled up. The Address is then presented either by 
both Houses in a body, or by two Peers and four 
Members of the House of Commons. 

Because a departure firom this practice has taken 
place here in three instances only, besides the case 
referred to, by appointing the Members of the Execu- 
tive Government in each House to present sudi 
Addresses, instead of two Members of the Lerislative 
Council and four of the L^islative AssemUy, irre- 
8[)ective of their ofiicial position, or of their connexion 
with the Government of the day. 

Because it is the opinion of the Legislative As- 
sembly that the practice of the Imperial Parliament 
should prevail here, and be rigidly adhered to as 
regards the Members, and the number to be selected, 
to present to the Governor General Joint Addresses 
to Her Majesty, to be laid at the foot of the 
Throne, when such Addresses are not presented 
by the Members of both Houses generaUy.

to state that they have given the said Resolution all 
due reflection. 

In making their First Report, Your Committee 
recommend^ the distribution of the Journals and 
Appendices, under a conviction that although the 
expense entailed thereby upon the country might 
possibly amount to no less a sum than one thousand 
pounds, the furnishing thereby of a reliable source 
irom whence mi^ht be drawn correct and authentic 
information on all questions of political interest was 
ardently desired by the great Dody of the people of 
Upper Canada, x our Committee believed the best 
means of ^tifying that desire would be the distri- 
bution of tne Journals to each Municipality. 
^ Although Your Committee had no evidence of a * 
similar desire being expressed on the part of the 
inhabitants of Lower Canada^ and dthough they 
were assured that no satisfactory evidence could he 
adduced that in Lower Canada the Municipal system 
was approved by the masses, except in the Townships, 
and some few other instances in the District of 
Montreal, Your Committee were desirous, in making 
a Report, to avoid any thing like an approach to 
invidious comparisons ; and although they felt con- 
strained in their Report to state that 334 copies of 
the Journals woula be the number required for 
distribution in Upper Canada, and named only 39 as 
the number at present necessary to supply the 
organized Municipalities of Lower Canada, the^ 
instructed their Chairman to explain, upon their 
Report being called up for consideration by Your 
Honorable House, that provision should be made for 
such number of copies as would be needful to supply 
to each Municipality in each section of the Province, 
the contemplated information ; and to this conclusion 
thev arrived in consequence of being aware that a 
Bill was about to be submitted by the Honorable 
the Attorney General for Canada East, amending 
the existing Act, and calculated to enforce the 
adoption and carrying out of the Municipal system 
wherever, in Lower Canada, the inhabitants evinced a 
determination to obstruct its working, or by apathy, 
to neglect the duties thereby devolved upon them. 

Your Committee are further of opinion, thaf the 
English system of providing, at first cost, a supply 
of the J ournals, to be purchased from the Publisher's, 
however well it may work in England, is not adapted 
to the fulfilment of the object contemplated in this 
Country. Nor are Your Committee prepared to 
recommend the partial printing of documents such as 
hitherto have appeared in the Appendices : what is 
considered by one party as information of no moment, 
is precisely what by another party may be dd^emed of 
primary importance ; and therefore Your Committee 
abstained from recommending any deviation in that 
respect from the course hitherto pursued in regard 
to the printing of documents called for by Your 
Honorable House. 

In conclusion. Your Committee, in making this 
their Second Report, beg leave most respectively to 
state that they can see no sufficient reasou to amend 
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or deviate from their First Report, but unanimously 
adhere thereto.

Your Committee have examined the Petition of 
the Great Western Bailroad Company, praying for 
an Act to consolidate and amend the provisions of 
their Charter, which has been in existence for many 
, years, and under which the work is now being pro- 
secuted. The^ find that notice has been published 
for the full period reqmred by the sixty-fourth Bule, 
in a Hamilton paper, for the County of fFentworth; 
but as the said Railroad is intended to pass also 
through the Counties of Oxford^ Middlesex, Kentj 
and Essex, in none of which has notice been pub- 
lished, and as the Petition does not state what is 
the nature of the amendments desired, or whether 
they are such as might interfere with the rights of 
other parties. Your Committee cannot make any 
recommendation, but submit the matter to the 
consideration of Your Honorable House. 

With respect to the Petition of the President, 
Directors, and Company of the Port Bunoell Har- 
bour, for authority to impose tolls upon lumber 
exported through the swd Harbour, Your Committee 
find that no notice has been given. It appears that 
in the Schedule of ToUs contained in their Act of 
Incorporation, lumber was omitted, inasmuch as no 
trade iu the article then existed upon the Otter 



Creek; but parties since that time, taking advan- 
tage of the omission, are in the haUt of cutting saw- 
logs on the Creek, carrying diem down the works, 
and exportmg them to the UMed l^ates without 
paying toll. Your Committee conceive that ihe 
amendment praved for by the Petitioners would be 
a benefit not only to themselves but to* the public at 
large, and a protection to the manufacturers of lum- 
ber in that part of the country ^ and they beg leaver 
therefore, respectfuUjr to recommend that the usual 
notice be dispensed with in this casev

Case of the King's Pbsts. 

This District was leased by the Crown to the 
Hudson's Bay Companv in 1842, fdr twenty-one 
years, for the purpose of ensuring to the Company 

an exclusive trade with the Cidians, and an ex- 
" elusive Seal Fishery." 

And in order that the Lessee^ might enioy with- 
out let or hindrance these exclusive rights, the Crown 
bound itself to make no entry upon tne land, except- 
ing only, for the purposes of actual settlement and 

cultivation thereof, but for no other purpos^or on 

any oOier account whatsoeveif^gj^j^^^ GoOglC 
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Lumbering partiee, in considerable numbers, have 
neverthelees heen permitted to invade the territory 
with licences to cut timber, and with no view of 
settlement or actual cultivation of the soil : This is 
alleged as a grievance hj the Hudson^ s Bay Com- 
pany ; and it will be for the Commissioner about to 
visit those parts to ascertain the fact, or otherwise, 
of such intrusion upon the territory exclusively 
granted to the Company.

The difficulty between the Government and the 
Hudsoris Bay Company in r^ard to the Kins^i 
Posts, arises from the legal construction the latter 
put on some of the provisions of their Lease, and 
appears to be more matter of reference to the Law 
Officers of the Crown, than to the Commission of 
Inquiry. 

Theur Lease, signed at Quebec^ the 27th June, 
1842, bv the late Governor General, Sir Charles 
Bagot, for twenty-one years^from Ist October follow- 
ing, is, '^for the purposes of carrying on an exten- 
sive trade with the Lidians at and upon the said 
Domain Lands, and an exclusive Seal Fishery and 
Seal Fisheries," with the proviso however, "that 
nothing in the Lease contained shidl extend or 
be construed to extend to prevent the right from 
time t6 time, and at all times during the said 
Lease, of Her Majesty to grant and convey any 
portion of the said tract as to Her Majesty may 
" deem expedient, and the benefit of Her Province 
and of Her loving subjects therein may require, 
. for the purposes of actual settlement and cultiva- 
tion thereof, but for no other purpose or on any 
other account whatever." 

Under the foregoing agreement, the 'Hudson's Bay 
Company conteqd that the Government have no 
right whatever to grant licenses to cut timber in the 
forests of the tract in question, and that all such 
grants are an infringement of their privileges, and a 
violation of their rights ; and if the Government is 
to be held strictly to the letter of the Lease, the 
Hudson's Bay Company may perhaps be msuntained 
in the position thev assume. 

They complaiu that the lumberers, as well as the 
settlers, carry on an extensive trade with the Indians, 
to the great prejudice of the Company and the de- 
moralization of the Indians. With regard to the 
settlers, if they infringe on the privil^es of the 
Company, the latter Imve, it is presumed, their re- 
course against them before the Courts of Law ; set- 
tlements l)eing authorized, the Government cannot be 
made answerable for their Acts ; but it may be dif- 
ferent with lumberers^ if the Government have 
exceeded their powers m ^nting them licences. 

If the complaints of the Company are deemed 
well founded, proposals might be made to them for 
a partial or total resiliation of the Lease ; but if no 
satisfactory arrangement can be eflfected, and the 
Legal Advisers of the ^ Crown are of opinion that 
licenses to cut timber *mav be granted under the 
terms of the Lease, the only alternative left will be 
to sue the Company for the rent due, which, it is un- 
derstood, they refuse to pay, and which will leave 
the decision of the matter to the Courts of Law. 

The accompanying memorandum is the only paper 
connected witn this case, that has reached this office..

Sir, — With reference to several interviews I have 
had mth you, and verbal and written communVcations 
from Mr. Derbishirey the result of conversations with 
yourself and Mr. Bauthiltiery upon the su^ect of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's Lease of the I&ng's Posts, 
respecti^ which we have memorialized and petition- 
ed the Canadian Government since the y^ar 1843^ 
I shall feel particularly obliged by your stating to me 
in what position that question now stands, so &r 
as the intentions of the Government are concerned. 

I am given to understand verbally b^ Mr. Derbi^ 
shire, that before taking into consideration the daim 
advanced by the Company for losses occasioned under 
its Lease by the action of the Government, the Ex- 
ecutive Council desire to have the decision of the 
J udicial Bench upon the following Question in the 
interpretation of the Letters Patent, viz : Whether 
the right to grant Licenses to lumber on the territory 
in question was or was not reserved by the Crown, 
in the said Letters ; and that for the prompt attain- 
ment of this object, proceedings in the nature, of a 
friendly suit would be taken, whereby this particular 
question should be raised, and the decision of the 
Bench obtained. 

The immediate removal of the Government from 
Montreal, and the slow progress of communications 
by .postata distance during winter, together with 
the necessity imposed upon me of taking steps to 
meet the views of the Government in promoting the 
interests of the Company, will I hope be to you a 
sufficient apology for my troubling you on this oc- 
casion*

Sir Gtorge Simpson prays to be informed of the 
intentions of tiie Government in reference to his 
memorials on the subject of the Hudson's Bay Com^ - 
pany's Lease of the Kin^s Posts. 

It is, I presume, known to the Government that 
Sir Georgcy in his various petitions complains that 
the granting of licenses to cut timber on the terri- 
tories leased to the Company, and for which they pay 
a heavy rent', is a violation of their privileges, and 
subjects them to large annual losses for which he 
claims compensation. He seems desirous, should the 
Government not feel justified in affording the Com- 
pany the redress to which they conceive themselves 
entitled, that the question should be settied by an 
amicable but immediate reference to the Courts of 
Law. 

There are expressions in the Lease which I am in-^ 
dined to thii]^ must render the success of the Crown 
uncertain, in the event of a suit ; but without pre- 
tending to enter in the legal merits of the case, there 
are considerations of a general nature which might 
perhaps induce the Government to propose some ar- 
rangement to the Company. With the impression 
that seems to exist that the Government have not 
ej^ceeded their powers in permitting the lumberers 
to invade the forests of the Saguenay in all direc- 
tions, indemnity of an^ kind or reimbursement oi 
any part of the rent paid, is out of question ; but 
the privileges of the Company, such as they are, are 
looked upon with jealousy by the settiers, and must 
be a constant source of altercation and collision 
tween them and the Company's servants. They 
claim, in addition to the Trade with the Indians, an t 
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exclusive right to the Seal Fisheries on the shores 
of the St. Liawrence, Settlements are extending 
fast in that direction, and the settlers are anticipating 
from these Fisheries not only a means of support, 
but an object of profitable trade ; if disappointed 
by the interference of the Company, they will natu- 
rally complain and seek redress from the Govern- 
ment 

A large tract of the King's Posts lying between 
the Eivers Betsiames and aux OutardeSy is also re- 

?uired to be set apart for the use of the Montagnais 
ndians. 

Under these circumstances, it would appear desi- 
rable to have the Lease, if not cancelled, at least so 
modified as to do away with all the exclusive privi- 
lege attached to it, and which now seem incompati- 
ble with the welfare of the inhabitants of that sec- 
tion of the country, even if all the rent were aban- 
doned for the f(iture. 

From what I have been able to gather frona Sir 
Creorge, in conversation, I think he would be willing 
to give up all rights of a nature to interfere with the 
pursuits of the settlers, if permitted to retain the 
iCing^s Posts, to the end of the Lease, at a mere 
nominal rent of some £30 or £50 per annum, to 
commence from the time that the former rent has 
ceased to be paid. Should it be deemed advisable to 
enter into some such arrangement with the Company, 
it would be well to reserve a right to the Crown 
to determine the Lease at any time after a notice of 
eighteen monthst^ In all cases, all buildings and im- 
provements occupied by the Company should revert 
to the Crown, without indemnity of any kind for the 
same.

Becauise on. reference to the Journals of the 
House of Commons (those of the House of Lords 
beingunfortunately no longer within the reach of 
this House J it appears that the practice of the Im^ 

Serial Parliament with respect to the presentation of 
oint Addresses otherwise than by both Houses in a 
body, has not invariably been tohave them presented 
by two Peers and four Members of the House of 
Commons, irrespective of their official position, or 
of their connexion with the Government of the day, 
as is assumed by the Legislative Assembly. 

2nd. - Because, on the contrary, such Joint Addres- 
ses when not presented by both Houses in a body, 
appear to have been presented, in England^ either by 
the Lord Chancellor and the Speaker of the House 
of Commons only, or by a Joint Committee of both 
Houses, the number of the Members of the House 
of Commons being always double that of the Peers 
on such Joint Committee. 

3rd. Because before the Bevolution in 1688, such 
Joint Committees appeared to have consisted of 
three, six, nine or twelve Peers, and a proportionate 
number of Members of the House of Cfommons, and 
it is only since that period that the numbers have 
been reduced to two Peers and four Members of the 
House of Commons. 

4th. Because in a majority of the instances in 
which such limited Joint Committees have been ap- 
pointed by the Houses of Lords and Commons m 
England since the Bevolution aforesaid, and particu- 



larly in the very last of such instances, two Ministers 
of the Crown, designated by the titles of their offices, 
have been appoint^ by the House of Lords to form 
part of such Joint Committees ; and even in those 
mstances in which two Peers have been designated 
by name for that purpose, this House has no means 
of ascertaining whether they were selected with or 
without reference to their connexion with the Oo- 
vemment of the day. 

5th. Because the practice of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, since the establishment of Besponsible Go- 
vernment in this Province, has invariably been in 
substance, if not in form, similar to that which has 
been adopted as aforesaid by the Imperial Govern- 
ment in a majority of instances since the Bevolution. 

6th. Because so far from the practice contended 
for by the Legislative Assembly having be^ depart- 
ed from here in three instances only, besides the case 
referred to, by appointing the Members of the Ex- 
ecutive Government in each House to present such 
Addresses, such Members have been appointed for 
that purpose in eight out of the ten instances in whidi 
such Addresses mive been presented otherwise than 
by both Houses in a body since the Union of the 
Provinces. 

7tb. Because the other two instances occurred 
during the first Session of the first Parliiunent, when 
the Executive Council was not necessarily compos- 
ed of Members of either House, and in one of those 
instances the Address was presented by the Speakers 
of both Houses only — so that there is only one case, 
and that occurring in circumstances which no longer 
exist, that can be referred to as establishiiig the prac- 
tice of presenting such Addresses by two Legislative 
Councillors and four Members of the Legislative 
Assembly; while there are nine instances of departure 
from such supposed practice, and in eiffht of these 
the course pursued has been similar to that of which 
the Legislative Assembly now complain. 

8th. Because in communicating their concurrence 
in the Address of the Legislative Assembly upon the 
said subject, the L^slative Coundl did not depart, 
as it is to be inferred from the first and second of the 
Beasons offered by the L^islative Assembly that 
they are charged with having done, from the practice 
and usa^e pursued by Parliament in England in 
cases of Joint Addresses to the Sovereign, as respects 
filling up the blank in such Address, and returning 
a Message acquainting the Legislative Assembly wim 
their concurrence, and that the blank had been filled 
up. 

9th* Because although the course pursued by the 
Legislative Council in the case referred to, was in 
strict accordance with usage and practice in this 
Province, and not materially opposed to the modem 
practice in Englandy the Legislative Council will be 
at all times prepared to ^ve an attentive considera- 
tion to any Keasons which may be offered by the 
Legislative Assembly for pursuing a different course 
in rature.

1. That the connection of the Western Lakes 
with the AtlarUic Ocean, by the construction 
of the Wetland saA St Lawrence Canals, admits, 
notwithstanding their present unfinished state, 
of the transportation of a barrel of flour down, 
or of a ton of goods up, between Ldce Erie 
and the Port of Quebec, at a much less cost, 
and in one-third of the time, that it would take 
to convey similar articles between Lake Erie 
and the Port of New York. 

2. That, notwithstanding the vastly superior ad- 
vantages afforded by the Canada Ship Canals, 
in conveying produce and merchandize between 
the Western Lakes and the different Atlantic 
Ports, a barrel of flour is now transported from 
Lake Erie to Liverpool at less cost by the way of 
New York than bjr Quebec — arising from the dif- 
ference in the pnce of Ocean freights, whereby 
the trad^ of the St Lawrence has oeen diverted 
to the Hudson, as the relative amount of tolls 
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received on the two routes will shew, the one 
being about £750>000^ and the other only about 
£60,000. 

3. That the low price of Ocean freights from New 
York to Liverpool is attributable, in a great 
measure^ to the liberal aid afforded by the Go- 
yemments of Great Britain and tne United 
States respectiyelj, in establishing th^ ^Ciinard 
and CoHini Line of Steamers, together with 
the lai^e sums annually paid for the conveyance 
of the Midi to and from tne United States to keep 
lip those Steamers. 

4. That although those Steamers convey passen- 
gers and light goods only, a trade in which the 
different Lmes of Packet Ships were heretofore 
employed, still they have compelled those Ves- 
sels to embark in the ordinaiy transit trade, and 
thereby occasioned great additional facUity for 
the conveyance of emigrants and freight to New 
York, ana enabling them to take back return 
cargoes of produce at merely nominal prices ; 
circumstances which combine to &yor New 
York and the Erie Canal, to the prejudice of 
Quebec and the St. Latorence route. 

5. That the distance from Liverpool to the Strait 
of Belisle is about 2000 miles; to the Port of 
Sydney in Cape Breton, 2400 miles ; thence to 
Quebec by the former route, 600 miles, and by 
the latter 550, making the entire distance be- 
tween Quebec and Liverpool from 2600 to 2950 
miles; while the Ocean distance from New 
York to Liverpool exceeds 3000 miles. 

6. That reducing the length of sea voyage by 
nearly one-thu:d of the entire distance will 
enable Steamers to carry double the freight 
with one-half the fuel, and materially diminishes 
the dangers of the navigation. 

7. That during the winter season, for five months 
in the year, the route could be ezimiQ^d to 
HaUfax or SL Andrews in New Brunswick^ or 
any port where a direct communication may 
heresd^er be opened with Canada by Bailroad. 

8. That the establishment of a Line of Steamers 
between Great Britain and British North Ame^ 
rica would, in the opinion of this House, offer 
greater facilities for commercial intercourse be- 
tween Great Britain and the Northern and 
Western States and Cplonial Possessions bor- 
dering on the valley of the St. Lawrence^ than 
can be offered by the Port of New York, inas- 
much as emigrants, merchandize and produce 
can be conveyed with more speed, and, by the 
way of the St. Lawrence^ at less cost ; and at 
BO distant day, it is apprehended, increased 
ftcilities will oe afforded for the conveyance of 
Mails by the same line. 

9. That in furtherance of the views enunciated in 
the foregoing Resolutions, an humble Address

Joint Address of both Houses on the subject. of 
Duties on Foreign Timber, — and also, the Reasons 
communicated from this House to the Legislative 
Council at the former Conference on the same sub- 
ject, with an Instruction to search for precedents, 
and to report also their opinions, — presented to the 
House the Report of the said Committee; which 
was read, as foiloweth : — 

Your Committee do not find any instance in the 
J oumals of the British Parliament during more than 
two Centuries, (a neriod sufficiently early, in the 
opinion of Your Oommittee, to recur to,) of the 
House of Lords, naming such Members of the Privy 
Council who were Members of that House to go 
with Members of the House of Commons to present 
a Joint Address to the Sovereign ; and for greater 
certainty, Your Committee beg leave to annex to 
their Report, by way of Appendix, from the Jour- 
nals of the H(Ase of Commons, all the precedents on 
this subject from 1673 to the present time, which 
doubtless are on questions of intercourse between the 
two Houses identical with those which mi^ht be 
found in the Lords' Journals, were they in the Li- 
brary of either House to refer to ; and these prece- 
dents will shew the invapable rule to have been, that 
whatever number of Peers the Lords appoint to pre- 
sent a Joint Address of both Houses, their Lord- 
ships desire that the Commons will appoint a pro- 
portionable number of their Members to eo with 
them, which is always twice ihe number of Peers, 
except when the Peers appoint the Lord Chancellor 
only, and then the Commons appoint the Speaker 
only to go with him. 

X our Committee are of opinion, that although 
Members of either House have upon various occa- 
sions, as the precedents annexed to this Report shew, 
been appointed to go with Joint Addresses to the 
Sovereign, by their respective Bodies, by name of 
office ; yet, such designations were evidently the mere 
Parliamentary mode of courteously designating the 
persons intended to be sent, and by no means war- 
rant the conclusion that it was the Functionary as 
such, and not the Individual, who was intended in his 
official character to fulfil the duty assigned to him. 

The principle which guides the proceedings of the 
Peers and the Commons in this respect, in their in- 
tercourse between themselves, is, that twice the num- 
ber of Commoners are appointed to meet half the 
number of Peers, and whether the persons are desig- 
nated by^ name of office or not, the proportionate 
number is never departed from ; and this is the prin- 
ciple which Your Committee are of opinion should 

fuide the intercourse between the Honorable the 
legislative Council and Your Honorable House, 
which the irregular practice, introduced since the 
Union, entirely precludes: — 1st* Because neither 
House has any official knowledge of the number of 
Executive Councillors belonging to the other; 2nd. 
Because these numbers are constantly fluctuating. 

That Your Honorable House is as much in rault 
in continuing ihis irregular practice^ as the Honora- 
ble the Legislative Council were in introdudng it, 
cannot be denied, nor that it has been more general 
than it was first supposed, as stated in the lisasons 
cSered to Your HoiMnable House by the Honorable

the L^islative Coundl at the last Conference ; yet 
Your Committee are of opinion that it is now desi- 
rable to recur to the strict practice established in 
the British Parliament, whence we derive our course 
of Parliamentary procedure ; And Your Committee 
have every confidence that the Honorable the Le^s- 
lative Council will, in their vnsdom, quite irrespec- 
tive of the irregular practice of our own Parliament^ 
readily acquiesce in the desire expressed by Your 
Honorable House of sedulously adhering to British

PoUio referred the Public Accounts of the year 1850, 

Aeeoanta. with power to report from time to time, presented 
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to the House the First Report of the said Commit- 
tee; which was read, as followeth : — 

Your Committee in proceeding to the duty assign- 
ed them by Your Honorable House, have deemed it 
proper to take up and examine in the first place, as a 
preUminary necessarvto the action of the House there- 
upon, the Account No. 33, being a Statement of 
Warrants issued on the Receiver General, between 
" the 1st February, 1850, and the 31st January, 1851, 
in payment of various indispensable Expenses of 
the Civil Government of Canada^ and for which a 
" Supply is required," amounting in all to Nine thou- 
sand seven hundred and eleven pounds two shilling 
and four pence currency, advanced on the responsi- 
bility of the Executive for the various services 
therein specified, and for which a Vote of Your Hon- 
orable House and Act of Indemnity is necessary. 

The diflferent items constituting this amount have 
been minutely examined by Your Committee, who 
find no reason to suggest to Your Honorable House 
any objection against the Vote required by the Ex- 
ecutive to cover the same. Your Committee how- 
ever observe with respect to the item of One thou- 
sand five hundred and twenty-eight pounds, advanced 
Jacques Vigery Esquire, Treasurer, and one of the 
" Commissioners under the Act 12 Vic, cap. 56, on 
account of the salaries and contingent expenses of 
the Commission for Rebellion Losses in Lower Cch- 
" naday from 1st September 1850," that this amount, if 
made good by the v ote of Your Honorable House, 
should be charged against the appropriation made by 
that Act, and not in addition to it. 

Your Committee also observe with respect to the 
item of One hundred and ten pounds eighteen shil- 
lings and seven pence, advanced for " the payment and 
" contingent account of the Quebec River Police for 
the month of November last," that this amount has 
been refunded into the Treasury by the Quebec Board 
of Trade ; it consequently is to be deducted from 
the amount, (Nine thousand seven hundred and eleven 
pounds two shillings and four pence,) stated in said 
Account No. 33, for which a vote is desired ; and 
which done, the amount to be made good is Nine 
thousand six hundred pounds three shillings and 
nine pence, and for which, accordingly. Your Com- 
mittee recommend that a Bill of appropriation And 
indemnity be passed. 

Your Committee have furthermore to observe, that 
the item of One hundred and forty nine-pounds two 
shillings and three pence, in this Account, for " Pay 
" list and contingent expenses of Rural Police at 
" Nicolet, for the month ending 10th January, 1851,'' 
having rendered it necessary to look into the causes 
that induced the outlay for a temporary Police Force 
in that quarter, have taken information on the sub- 
ject, which they have hereunto, appended. 

Your Committee deem it also their duty to remark, 
that in one of the Accounts wliich thev have callea 
for and examined, in connexion with the last item in 
the said Account No. 33, there is a charge of Four 
hundred and six pounds seventeen shillings, for 
commission of five per cent, on the outlay of Eight 
thousand one hundred and thirty-seven pounds, by 
persons employed in this City as Architects, for 
their professional services in directing and superin- 
tending the adaptation of the Parliament Buildings 
" therein to Legislative purposes." A portion of 
this latter sum is, they observe, for furniture and 
moveables purchased for the fitting up the apartments 
and offices appertaining to the Legislature, and upon 
the cost of which an agency of per centage has been 
allowed. This, however, Your Committee find on 
inquiry, to have been acquiesced in by the Executive 
by way of compromise for a laiger claim by the 
Architects, which there is reason to believe might, if 
referred to arbitration, hajV;^<p|gJjt|^ ^i^^^^^ 
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veau*s barn, iind of the troubles which had taken 
place at St Grigoirey and to take proper measures 
for bringing them to justice ; and also in order to 
put an end to the troubles and excitement that 
existed in this locality. I have not had sufficient 
information to enable me to judge whether th« 
presence of these Magistrates and the Police was 
very necessary in other parts of the County of iVi- 
colety or in the County of Yamasha. This show of 
force does not seem to me to have had a good effect 
in certain localities where it made its appearance^ 
and I think its presence in these localities was only 
looked upon with mistrust and disapprobation ; and 
what confirms me in this opinion is^ that the School 
bouse of the Village of Yamaska was set on fire 
while the Force was in the Parish, and on the eve 
of departure. It i& only frwn what the Deputy In- 
spector General stated before this Committee^ that I 
learned that one of the Stipendiary Magistrates 
was still at Nicolet with the detachment of Police. 
I am convinced that this Police Force has been per- 
fectly useless in any part of these Counties since 
the last Term of the Court of Queen's Bench hold- 
ing Criminal jurisdiction, and I think it was useless 
bei bre then. From information I have gathered, 
the Government have only maintained this Force 
at Nicolet unt^ the present moment on the repre- 
sentations made to them that it was necessary 
to do so, so that the Government are fully justified 
in allowing it to remain there ; but I am also in- 
formed that those representations were exaggerated ; 
and my opionion is that this ForQQ is unuecQssary 
now.

MmuTES OF Evidence. 

Thursday, 26th June, 1851. 

Joseph Cary, Esquire, Deputy Inspector General, 
called in ; and examined : — 

1. The Committee wish to know, fn reference to 
the item in Account No. 33, (Accounts of T850,) of 
£350 paid W. Brisiowy W. Snaiih and C. E. Belle, 
as Commissioners to enquire into the afiairs of the 
Montreal Savings Bank, how much each of those 
persons receive per day, and how long the Commis- 
sion may last, — and why it should be at the public 
expense ? — The Commissioners receive 25s. per diem 
each. Mr. Belle acts as Secretarjr as well as Com- 
missioner, but receives no additional remuneration 
therefor. Advices have been received from them 
that their Report is compfeted, and was to be for- 
warded to Government by one of the express lines, 
as the bulk was too great to be transmitted bjr mail 
Having reported, their labors must have terminated. 
The appointment of Commissioners is required by 
law ; it was considered to be at the public expense, 
undier 13 & 14 Vic. cap. 98. 

2. There is an item of £149 3s. 3d. towards the ex- 
pense of a Police Force at NicoUty District of Three 
Rivers ; is it still employed, and on what occasion did 
it become necessary f — As respects the services of the 
Kural Police Force in the District of Three Rivers, 
it is expected that they will be dispensed with shortly. 
The necessity for the establishment of that Force 
arose from' the continuance of the excitement and 
agitation, as well as the spirit of incendiarism, in that 
part of the country after the Troops had been with- 
drawn. 

Thomas Fortier, Esquire, a Member of the House, 
called in ; and examined : — 

3. The Committee desire to call your attention to 
the item £149 38. 3d., (in Account No. 33,) for pay 
list and contingent expenses of the Rural Police at 
Nicolet, for the month ending 10th January, 1851 ; 
and would be glad to learn your opinion as to the 
necessity there may have been of employing this 
Police Force in the County you represent? — The 
Police Force was necessary in the Parishes of the 
County of Nicolety both for the execution of the law, 
and the preservation of the peace ; but when peace 
was re-established, about the month of February in 
in the present year, the Police was no longer required. 
I am not aware of the reason why the Force remain- 
ed in the County after the rioters had returned to 
their duty, for I was always under the impression 
that peace had prevailed in all the Parishes of the 
County of Nicolet for several months. It was only 
on my leaving for Toronto that I learnt from a Ma- 
gistrate at St. Grigoire^ that tTiere was a Police Force, 
under the command of Major Johnson, at the village 
of Nicolet. 

Antoine Polettey Esquire, a Member of the Com- 
mittee, examined: — 

4. State to the Committee your opinion as to the 
necessity of employing Stipendiary Magistrates, mA 
a Police Force at Nicolet, and in other pdrts of the 
Counties of Nicolet and Yamaska last year; and 
whether the same are still necessary, if not, since 
when have they ceased to be so ? — It was absolutely 
necessary to employ Stipendiary Magistmtes, and a 
Police Force, to make an enquiry in order to dis- 
cover the iiuthors of the burning of Norbert Bdli" 



Thomas A. Begly, Esquire, Secretary of the Com- 
mission of Public W orks, called in ; and examined : 
5. The Committee perceive in an account by Messrs. 
Cumberland and Ridout, Architects, against the 
Board of Works (1849-50), a charge of £406 178. as 
commission at five per cent on £8,137 for profes- 
sionid services in oireeting and superintending the 
adaptation of the Parliament Buildings in this City 
to tegislative purposes ; was the whole of this ex- 
penditure (£8,137) for merely professional services^ 
or did it include also certain amounts for ftirniture, 
&C., for those Buildings ; and, if so, why was a per 
centage allowed the Architects upon that outlay, as 
well as on the outlay for the work properly profes- 
sional ? — Objection was taken by the Commissioners 
of Public Works to that portion of Messrs. Cumber^ 
land and RidouVs account, charging a commission on 
carpets and furniture, as well as the furnishing of 
plans, which remained unsettled from the montli of 
August, 1850, until January, 1851. The Commis- 
sioners then finding that no agreement had heea 
made by the Honorable Mr. Cameron with Messrs. 
Cumberland & Co. ; and the latter havin^r stated that 
they had the opinion of the Architects of Toronto that 
their charge should have been six instead of five per 
cent, as well as from the other explanation contained 
in their Letter of 3rd December, 1850, a copy of 
which I lay before the Committee, consented to pay 
them their charge, deducting the sum of £25 58. 3d. 
for plans furnished for work upon which they had 
charged a commbsion for superintendence.

Toronto, 3rd December, 1850. 

Sir^ — Some months having now elapsed since I 
had the honor of submitting my account to the con- 
sideration of the Commissioners, and a balance stpl 
remaining to be paid thereon, I beg that you will 
be good enough to bring the subject again before 
them with a view to its settlement. 

I have seen the Honorable Mr. Cameron, by 
whom my services veere engaged, and it is I'^I^^v-w^T, 
ion that I am entitled to the u8ifll9*bifiAfe>iiMfeil^ 
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to Architects. He apprehended that such would be 
the chaise when he instructed me ; and inasmuch as 
mj account is after a rate of £l per cent. less than 
that charged hj others for repairs and alterations, I 
am at a loss to conceive how any further reduction 
can be justified. I would submit that the selecting, 
ordering, measuring, and checking, and certifying 
of the furniture purchased was committed to me ; 
that a considerable quantity of it was obtained 
at distant places, as Montreal^ New York, and Ham- 
UtoTiy involving much correspondence and some 
expense; that a large portion was prepared from 
designs made in my office, and the whole executed 
and fitted under my constant supervision. It could 
not be expected that I should undertake so unusual 
and anxious a duty without recompense ; and being 
well assured that the supervision resulted in economy 
to the Government, and that the works have met 
with venr general approval, I would respectfully 
request that the balance of my^account still due may 
be paid. 

I would further add that some important items of 
expenditure submitted to my management have not 
been included in that account, although they in- 
volved much trouble and would fully justify the 
charge of the commission.

V. That the copies promulgated in the first instance 
by the Queen's Printer, shall be impressions from 
the same form as the deposited copy.

Your Committee to whom was referred the Peti- 
tion of certain Inhabitants of George Tovon and 
vicinity, praying aid towards erecting a Light 
House at the Port of Three Rivers, and who were 
instructed to report upon the subject of Light Houses 
to be erected where most useful on any part or parts 
of this Island, and to afford such other information 
relating thereto as Your Committee might deem ne- 
cessary, have to report : — 

That Your Committee are of opinion, that as the 
Revenue now derived from Light Duty at the Port 
of Three Rivers would be sufficient to maintain a 
Light at that place, in addition to a small annual 
tax that might be equitably imposed upon the 
Owners or Masters of American Vessels prosecuting 
the Fisheries on the Coast of this Island, and regu- 
larly seeking shelter within the Harbour of Three 
Rivers, a sum of money sufficient to erect a Light 
House at the most suitable point near the entrance 
of that Port, and provide it with the necessary 
Lamps, should be set apart during the next Session 
of the Legislature. Your Committee think that 
such sum of money should not exceed two hundred 
pounds, and they recommend previously to the as- 
sembling of the L^islature in their next Session, 
that the Executive Government should be required 
to procure the requisite plans and estimates for such 
an erection. 

That Your Committee are likewise of opinion that 
it is essential to the preservation of life and property, 
and to the general well-being of the Mercantile 
Community, to make the necessary provision for the 
erection of Li^ht Houses at the l4orth Cape and 
East Point of this Island, but that the Shipping 
interests of the North American Colonies, of the 
United States, and even of Great Britain, would be 
benefitted to fully as ffreat if not a greater extent by 
the erection of Light Houses at the places before 
mentioned. 

Your Committee recommend that application be 
made thronsh His Excellency the Lieutenant Go- 
vernor of tnis Colony, to the respective Govern- 
ments of the countries referred to, to solicit from 
them proportionate contributions towards the build- 
ing and maintaining of Light Houses to be erected 
at the North Cape and East Point ; and that diould 



these Governments accede to the application, then 
Your Committee recommend that the Government 
should be requested to take proceedings for the erec- 
tion of such Li^ht Houses, and that this House 
should make good any expense attending the same. 

That Your Committee are fturther of opinion that 
the Executive Government should be at the same 
time requested to procure for the House of Assem- 
bly the necessary mformation as to the cost per acre 
of the sites that may be required for the Light 
Houses recommended to be erected, such sites to 
include a right of way to and from every Light 
House. 

That Your Committee recommend that the Law 
now in force regulating the collection of Light Du- 
ties for the support of Point Prim Li^ht House be 
amended, with the view of rendering it compulsory 
upon Foreign Vessels to payLightDues on entering 
any Port within this Island, whether entered at the 
Custom House or not ; and likewise providing that 
the Owners or Masters of the smaller class of Coast- 
ing Vessels shall be subject to pay a duty of six 
pence per ton tor the season.

1. That when the British Government pressed 
the Union of the Provinces of Upper and Lower 
Canada in 1840, much against the wishes of the 
People, the proceeding was justified as affording the 
readiest means of relieving Upper Canada from her 
financial difficulties, and restoring tranquillity to 
Lower Canada ; and it was urged that by the estab- 
lishment of a general Government more closely as- 
similated to that of Great Britain, the use of the 
same laws and the English language would unite the 
People bv community of interest, and strengthen the 
feeling of attachment already existing to British In- 
stitutions and British connexion. 



2. That the assent of the Representatives of the 
People of Upper Canada to the measure, was predi- 
cated on the continuance of the Seat of Government 
within the limits of the Upper Province. 

3. That the assent of the People of Lower Canada 
was not sought, and could not have been expected 
upon any terms short of full justice to Lower Canada 
interests. 

4. That the stipulation made on behalf of Upper 
Canada has been wholly disregarded ; that the Union 
las signally failed in securing those objects to obtain 
which it was professedly brought about, and in their 
stead much jealousy and bitter feeling have been en- 
gendered between two Countries, from whose proxi- 
mity of position and mutual dependence the kind- 
iest feelings should have been encouraged, and which, 

'3ut for that uncalled for and unhappy interference, 
would undoubtedly have prevailed. 

5. That the People of Upper Canada are linked by 
the strongest ties of attachment, interest, and origin 
to the Mother Country ; and although in Lower Ca- 
nada these relations are necessarily modified by the 
l^reat preponderance of inhabitants of French extrac- 
tion, there is every ground for assurance that a judi- 
cious adaptation of Laws and Institutions to the 
ocal and social requirements of the two sections of 
Canada respectively, would perpetuate the existing 
connexion with Great Britain, and ensure to the 
Colonies that protection and support best calculated 
to secure their happiness and promote their advance- 
ment. 

6. That the rapid increase in wealth and popula- 
tion of the two sections of the Province, the yearly 
settlement of fresh tracts of country, the creation of 
new Districts, the Municipal sirrangements, and the 
extension of the Judicial system consequent t hereupon, 
demand ready access to and the constant attention 
of the Government; that the vast extent of territory 
embraced in the present limits of Canada from the 
Gulf of the St. Latoreuee to Lake Superior, the ex- 
isting form of central Government — requiring a refer- 
ence to Head Quarters on the smallest minutiae of 
detail, the difficulty of obtaining accurate information 
from remote settlements, the varied tenure of land^ 
the social customs widely different, the frequently 
conflicting principles of Law and civikrights which 
obtain in the two sections of . the Province, ^are 
well calculated to impede the action of Government 
and retard the advancement of the country. 

7. That since the Union, every attempt to legislate 
for the People as a whole has been productive of dis- 
satisfaction in one or other section of the Province, 
and each day's experience shows more clearly the im- 
practicability of cairying out the scheme of the 
Union under its original conditions ; that the provi- 
sions adapted to one section of the Province have 
been found wholly inapplicable or inoperative in the 
other^and that the system is gradually obtaining of 
legislating separately for Eastern and Western Ca- 
nada, as two distinct and independent Provinces. 

8. That the practical effect of the Union on this 
separate legislation is, too frequently, to place the 
governing power in the hands of the minority in one 
section of the Province, and thereby to create a 
growing dissatisfaction with a sjrstem of Government 
wluch offers under no circumstances a reasonable 
prospect of harmonious action. 

9. That it is idle to expect that an ambulatoiy 
Governor and Council, alternate Parliaments, and - 
shifting Offices, holding their sittings for broken and 
unequal periods in dimrent parts of the Province, 
cannilfil any one condition essential to the harmonious 
working of a vigorous, stable, and impartial Govern- 
ment; that such a system is calculated, on the other 
hand, to unsettle men's minds ; it opens the door to 
speculation and trickery, must necessarily be attend- 
ed with loss of time and waste pf public money, and 
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result in serious injurjr to the general interests of the 
Province. 

10. That an humble Address be presented to Her 
Majesty, embodying the foregoing Kesolutions, and 
praying that Her Majesty wiU be gnuuoualy pleai^ to 
take the present state of Her loyafProvince of Canada 
into Her most serious consideration, with a view of 
securing to the British and French population res- 
I>ectivety, the enjoyment of such Laws and Institu- 
tions as are most conformable to the customs, usages 
and habits of each, and -best calculated to ensure 
their social and moral welfare.

I. That in the first Session of the fitrst Padiameqt 
of this Province after the Union, the Honorable 
Robert Baldwin moved to resolve, " That in order 
to preserve that harmony between the different 
branches of the Provincial Parliament which is 
essential to the happy conduct of public affairs, the 
principal of such subordinate officers. Advisers of 
^* the Representative of the Sovereign, and consti- 
tuting, as such, the Provincial Administrationk 
" under him, as the head of the Provincial Govem- 
ment, ought always to be men possessed of the 
public confidence, whose opinions and policy, har- 
monizing with those- of the Representatives of the 
People, would afford a (guarantee that the well . 
" understood wishes and mterest^ of the People, 
which our gracious Sovereign has declared shaH 
" be the rule of the Provincial Government, will 
at all times be faithfully represented to the head of 
that Government, and through him to the Sovereigiv 
<^ and the Imperial Parliament." 
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2. That after a strugffle of many yeans by the 
People of Canada throi^ their Representatives, the 
principles of Besponsible Government liave been 
fiilly acknowledged to exist in this Province, upon 
the model of that system which (commencing with 
the Acces^on of the House of Hanover to the British 
Throne,) has gradufdly developed its popular ener- 
gies to the full exercise of the Executive powers of 
flie State. 

3. That since the recognition of this system as ap- 
plicable to the management of our local affiurs, the 
oflBce of Attorney General, notwithstanding indivi- 
dual opinions to the contrary, has been re^rded in 
every successive change of Ministry in this Province 
as one of the highest in the administration of public 
affiurs to which a seat in the Provincial Cabinet has 
undeviatingly been attached. 

4. That upon the resignation of the Seals of Office 
by a Cabinet Minister in England, stlcbiresignation 
includes not merely his seat in the Councils of his 
Sovereign, but emphatically the Office to which that 
seat may have been attached ; and although it occa- 
sionally happens that upon such resignation being 
accepted, the Sovereign desires such Minister to con- 
tinue in office ad interim until his successor -shall be 
appointed, yet such continuance entails upon the re- 
tiilng Minister all the political responsibilities of the 
Cabinet and of which he cannot relieve himself so 
long as he continues, however temporarily, to dis->, 
charge the duties of his official station. 

5. That the resignation of the Honorable Robert 
Baldwin of his office of Attorney General, and his

City of TarontOy \ Information of Witnesses, se ve- 
to wit : I rally taken at the City of To* 
rantOf the 4th day of March 1851, toucning the 
death of Susan Gilberty then and there lying dead; 
before George Duggan^ Esquire, one of the &>roners 
of the said City, as follows, at SmitUt Hotel : — 

Jane Wiggins sworn, and suth : — I saw deceased 
go into her room last night ; she was crying. Mary 
.Dpyje called me in the night, and told me Siuan 
Gilbert hung herself. I went in ; fbubd her on her 
knees : she was tied with a piece of cotton fkctory 
round her neck, the other round the crossrail over 
the footboard. We took her down stairs. She was 
kindly treated, and took her meals regular. 

(Signed,) Jane Wiggins. 

Helena Lambert sworn, and saith : — She, deceased, 
appeared the last few days very much exdted ; she 
was a married woman ; had three children. I put her 
to bed last night, she was quite excited ; I stopped 
with her for a while ; she appeared more composed ; 
I left her about half past seven : she had been treat- 
ed kindly; she has been in about two months; her 
children came to see her, — she s^med excited at 
seeing them.

Mary Doyle sworn, and saith: — I visited the de- 
ceased's room about one o'clock this morning, and 
found her hanging to the crossrail at the footooard 
I called Jane Wiggins up, we loosed her; I then 
went for the Doctor — ^he came down, and opened a 
vein, but no bbod came ; we then took her down 
and put her in the rocnn she is in now; she was 
kindly treated while she was there, in the Asylum, by 
the Doctors and the servants.

John Scotty M.D., Superintendent of the Provin- 
cial Lunatic Asylum at Toronto, bebg duly sworn, 
deposeth, that the deceased Mrs. Susan Gilbert has 
been a patient in the above Institution since 14th 
January, 185 1 ; she was then afflicted withLypemanitB 
or Melancholy ; in a greatlpr distressed state of mind, 
and strongly dbposed to suicide. She was subjected 
to treatment, and after a short time became much, 
more comfortable ; she was closely watched, and for 
a time restrained from injuring herself ; she latterly 
became more timid and apprehensive, and apparent- 
ly had lost her suicidal propensity. She haa formed 
an attachment to one of the female patients, whose 
MaiaAai^ff I n Mioimorl laffp.rlv. and was allowcd to 



have her as a room-niate at h^^hty whidi was thought . * 
desirable as a security. Deponent was in the room 
of deceased last ni^nt, in company with the night 
nurse, about ten o'dock, when ne saw deceased in 
bed with her companion where she desired to be al- 
lowed to remain, which was granted ; she was then 
quiet and composed. Deponent was called by the 
night nurse at a quarter to one o'clock this mornings 
and told that the deceased Mrs. Gilbert had hanged 
herself, — proceeded at once to her room, and found ^ 
deceased lying on floor ; there was a mark round her 
neck ; the booy was cold j she was then, in Deponent's

tee ; which was read, as followeth : — 

Your Honorable House having been pleased, by 
Your Order of the sixteenth day of July instant, to 
refer it to this Committee to consider the expedi- 
ency of rescinding, in whole or in part, the Forty-first 
Rule of Your Honorable House, Your Committee 
have directed their attention to the terms in which the 
said Rule is framed, and to the probable operation of 
the same upon the proceedings of Your Honorable 
House ; and beg leave to submit the following re- 
marks as the result of their investigations : — 
. Tlie Rule in question is thus expressed : ^'That 
the Previous Question, until it is decided, shall pre- 
dude all amendment and debate of the main Ques- 
tion ; and shall be in the following words : ^ ShsJl 
" the main Question be now put?" 

Your Committee find, upon reference to the Jour- 
nals of the Legislative Assembly for 1841, (page 43), 
that the foregoing Rule was adopted, together with 
other Orders for regulating the practice of Your 
Honorable House, at the first Session of the United 
Provincial Parliament; and they have ascertained 
that it was a transcript of the Rule formerly exbt- 
ing in the Commons Hoiise of Assembly of Lower 
Canada, upon this subject. (See Lower Canada As- 
semblyJoumals, 1 793, p. 94). The Rules of theCom- 
^ mens House of Assembly of Upper Canada contain- 
ed no provision respecting the Previous Question, 
the practice concemmg which, in that House, was 
in every respect conformable to the usages of the Im- 
perial House of Commons. 

The usa^e of the Imperial House of Commons 
r^arding the Previous Question, the terms in which 
it should be framed, and the proper occasions for its 
use, are thus succinctly statea by May, in his work 
on the Law of Parliament (pages 173, 174): — 
*^ The Previous Question is an ingenious method 
of avoiding a vote upon any Question that has been 
proposed, but its technical name does little to elu- 
ddate it« operation. When there is no debate, or 
*^ utter a debate is closed, the Speaker puts the Ques- 
tion, as a matter of course, without any direction 
*^ from the House ; but, by a motion for the Previous 
Question, this act of the Speaker may be inter- 
" cepted and forbidden. The words of this motion 
" are That thb Question be now put and those 
who wish to avoid the Question, vote aeainst the 
" Previous (or second) Question, iVhich, if resolved 
*^ in the native, prevents the Speaker firom put- 
ting the main Question as usual. It may, how- 
^* ever, be brought forward again on another day, y 
the negation of the Previous Question only binds 
the Speaker not to put the main Question at that 
time. If the Previous Question be put, and re- 



solved in the aflirmative, no words can be added 
to or taken from the main Question by amende 
ment ; nor is any further debate allowed, or mo- 
tion for adjournment, before the Question is put» 
as the House have resolved that the Question be 
now put, and it must accordingly be put at onec 
to the vote. In reference to this proceeding, it 
*^ may be remarked, that, according to the strict rule 
of debate, each member should speak directly to 
** the Question before the House ; and supposing 
this to be observed, the debate upon the Previous 
** Question would be limited to the propriety of put- 
^ting the Question now, or at a fntnre time ; but, 
practically, the main Question is discussed through* 
" out.* If the Rule were not evaded in this manner^ 
the main Question would be altogether excludedf 
from discussion, merely because another Question 
had been interposed ; although, by affirming the 
Previous Question, the House would have agreed 
that the main Question was a proper one to have 
" been offered for their decision.*^ 

From the foFegoing elucidation of the character of 
the Previous Question, and the usage of Parliament 
concerning it, it appears that the point of difference 
between the Imperial practice, and that of Your 
Honorable House, under your Forty-first Rule, con- 
sists in this, that in England, the mere proposition of 
the Previous Question does not preclude debate 
upon the main Question, but it is only when the 
Previous Question has been proposed and carried^ 
that debate on the main Question necessarily ter- 
minates; either, by the immediate putting of the 
main Question, (if the Previous Question *^That 
the Question be now put" be affirmed,) — or, 
by the House resolving the Previous Question 
in the negative, and thus declaring its determina- 
tion that the Question shall not be ^^now put;*^ 
as, if not to be " put," it, of course, cannot be de- 
bated any further, no debate on any Questiou 
being permissible, except as a means of arriving at a 
correct conclusion upon some matter thereby pro- 
pounded for the action of this House: And when 
the House resolve that such Question shall not be 
" put" by the Speaker, there can, of course, be no 
object in allowing of debate, which in such easo 
could only operate as an impediment to the disposal 
of other business. 

With reference to this difference between the 
practice of the House of Commons and that of Your 
Honorable House, under the Fort jr-first Rule, Your 
Committee have been unable to discover any reason 
whatever, either to justify or explain it. The peculiar 
value of the Previous Question, as a form of Par* 
liamentavy procedure intended to facilitate the 
House in expressing its precbe opinions with refer- 
ence to any proposition that may be submitted for 
its consideration, consists in this, that it affords aft 
opportunity for a majority of the House, if they 
deem such a course necessary or proper, to evade a 
direct vote, or declaration of their sentiments, upon 
a Question which they may regard as ill-timed or 
inexpedient, either to affirm or reject. It is clearly 
not intended to suppress discussion upon a proposi- 
tion, else, would it be in the power of any two 
Members, by moving and seconding the Previous 
Question, on any occasion, to stop aU debate there^ 
upon; although the House migtit afterwards, by 
affirming the Previous Question, tacitly admit that 
the main Question had been properly proposed for 
their decision, and was therefore, necessarily, a pro- 
per one to be discussed.

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Upon investigating the or^n of the discrepancy 
between the Imperial practice and the Proyincial 
Rule, Your Committee have discovered that a Manu- 
al, in use in the Congress of the United States^ and 
commonly known as *^Jeffer$oiC$ Manual," (from 
its having been digested and compiled by the late 
President Jefferson^ professedly from Hatsell and 
other English authorities,) lays down the doctrine 
(Jefferson's Manuid, page 73,) that the Previous 
Question is intended to suppress discussion, as well 
as to avoid a vote. For h)s statements on this sub- 
ject, generally, Mr. Jefferson refers to Hatsell as his 
authority ; but on examining Hatsell, it is evident 
that his meaning (though somewhat obscurely ex- 
pressed) has been certainly misunderstood ; and that 
the English practice in the use of the Previous Ques- 
tion was the same in HatseWs time, as we have seen 
on reference to May, that it is at present. (See 2 
Hatsell, page 122.) Jeffersoris Manual being the 
first attempt to reduce the elaborate work of Hatsell 
to the compass of a single volume, has been exten- 
sively circulated, and made use of by later writers 
in the preparation of similar works. Thus, his mis- 
take regarding the Previous Question has led others 
into error. 

The first Parliamentary Manual prepared in Up- 
per Canada^ and known as Thompson's Manual, and 
also, that prepared by your present Deputy Librar- 
rian, Mr. Alpheus Todd, which latter has been in 
general use in our Provincial Legislature since the 
Union, contain a repetition of uie same error on 
the Previous Question, in consequence, as Your 
Committee suppose, of the compilers both adopting 
in this instance, the very words used by Mr. Jeffer- 
son in reference to this form of Question. (Thomp- 
soris Manud, page 44 : Todis Parliamentary Law, 
page 134.) 

The Previous Question^ though sufficiently simple 
when fuUy comprehended, and, in the opinion of 
Your Committee, admirably adapted for the pur- 
pose for which it was designed, is, from its apparent 
complexity, not generally understood. It is not, 
therefore, surprising that writers should fall into er- 
ror when describing its operation, as it is only by 
its actud working, that a thorough knowledge of its 
use and value can be obtained. 

Your Committee are of opinion, that the Previous 
Question is an excellent auxiliary in the proper con- 
duct of Parliamentary business and debate, when 
applied to its legitimate object. In order, therefore, 
that the correct practice with resnect to it, as such 

Eractice obtains m the Imperial Parliament, should 
e followed in Yoiir Honorable House, Your Com- 
mittee would respectively recommend, that the Forty- 
first Rule be altered, by the omission of the words 
and debate.'* 

This will, in their jud^ent, render it strictly 
conformable to that practice, and obviate any diffi- 
culties which might otherwise result, either from the 
retention of the Rule in -its present shape, or from 
its modification in a manner less consonant with the 
usages of the Imperial Pariiament.

^ That notwithstanding these decided advantages, 
a ffreat portion of the Colonial Trade has been divert- 
ed to the United States, and the relative prosperity 
of the two Countries, on the opposite sides of their 
respective boundaries, present a striking contrast. 

4. That while the Governments of toe respective 
Provinces impose Imi)ort Duties on the productions 
of each other, no restrictions whatever exist on simi- 
lar exchanges between the States of the American 
Union, to which cause much of their prosperity is 
attributable. 

d.- That the present Union Act," creating a 
Constitution for the Canadas, upon which the inhabit 
tants were not consulted, provides no sufficient con- 
stitutional check on the public expenditure, has not 
worked harmoniously, and has produced a general 
desire to change the present system — a portion of 
the population preferring an amendment of the prc^ 
sent Constitution, others the repeal of the Union 
between Upper and Lower Canada^ others the Union 
of all the Colonies under a Federal compact, and 
others, again, a Union of the whole under one Le- 
gislature. 

6. That in the opinion of this House, the most 
efficient mode for reconciling these various opinions, 
and establishing general confidence in the ftiture 
pro6i>ect8 of these Colonies, is to call together a 
Provincial Convention^ consisting of Delegates from 
all the British Nbrth American Provinces, to deliber- 
ate upon, and to frame such a Constitution as they 
may deem best adapted for their future Government,

The Committee of Council have had under con- 
sideration two Letters addressed by the Honorable 
! inspector General to the Honorable the Receiver 
GenenJ, dated Liveryooly the 14th July instant, 
from which they learn that there is a probability 
hat a loan of £500,000 will be effected through the 
?irms of Messieurs Baring Brothers & Co., and 
Glyny Hallifaxj Millsy & Co. ; and, also, a copy of a 
Lietter, dated London^ the 13th July instant, addres- 
sed to the Honorable Mr. Hincks, bv Mr. Thomas 
Baringj of the Firm of Baring Brothers & Co., on 
the same subject 

Mr. Baring states that it seems very desirable, in 
order to save time, that Mr. Hincks should ask from 
Your ExQellency a letter, authorizing his proposed 
proceedings, and also stating that the policy and in- 
tention of th3 Provincial Government is not to 
increase further the debt, for any purpose whatever, 
to aid Railways or otherwise. 

The Committee beg leave to report that it b by 
no means the policy of this Government to involve 
the Province in a larger amount of debts than that 
already authorized by Acts of the Provincial Parlia- 
ment, but on the contrary, that it is their intention to 
reduce the liabilities of the Province as rapidly as its 
increasing revenues will permit ; in proof of which 
intention, the Committee beg leave to refer to the 
Act for the ncanagement of the Public Debt, passed 
ast Session. 

The Committee at the same time are of opinion, 
that the pledge held out by the Act of last Session, 
cap. 29, to afford, under certain circumstances, the 
assistance of a guarantee of Provincial Credit to 
certain Chartered Railroad Companies, cannot be 
withdrawn. 

The. Committee, however, conceive that this will 
not preclude the negotiation of the Provincial de- 
bentures in the Enghsh market, when it is consider- 
ed that, should any of the Railroad Companies put 
themselves in a position to call for such guarantee, 
the debentures will not be debentures of the Pro- 
vince, but those of the respective Companies ; that 
the guarantee will not be a guarantee of the capital, 
but of the interest only, and that on the contingency 
of the Company being unable to pay it, a power is 
vested by the Customs Act in the Executive Go- 
vernment, upon being called upon to give such 
guarantee, add two per cent, to the Customs as a 
means of securing the necessary funds to meet the 
same, and also to impose such terms upon the Rail- 
road Compani^ as may be deemed necessary before 
affording such guarantee.

of their own means ; and that the Province is secured 
by having the preference over all other claims upon 
the Company, for. the amount of its guarantee; and 
the Committee would also remark that except from 
the St. Lawrence and Atlantic Bailroad Company, 
there appears little prospect of the Government being 
called upon for any sueh guarantee for many years. 

It seems to be apprehended that in the event of 
such guarantee being called for, the debentures of 
any such Company may, by being thrown into the 
English money market, produce an injurious effect 
upon those held by Provincial creditors. 

The Committee would however remark, that it 
will be the anxious desire of this Government, in all 
its financial operations, to maintain intact the credit 
of the Province, and with that view to co-operate 
with and act under the advice of Messieurs Baring 
Brothers & Co., and Messieurs Glyn, Hallifax, Mills, 
& Co., and to prevent, by every means in their 
power, such operation as might have a tendency to 
injure the credit of the Provmcial debentures ; and 
this, the Committee feel confident, can be easily ac- 
complished by a proper exercise of the discretionary 
powers given by the Act for affording such guaran- 
tee, and with the assistance of the two Firms above 
referred to.

tion of Her Majesty's Servants to recommend to 
Parliament that an Act should be passed giving to 
the Provincial Legislature full authority to make 
such alterations as they may think fit in the existing 
arrangements with regard to the Clergy Reserves, 
provided that existing interests are respected. 

2. I have now to inform Your Lordship vnth re- 
ference to the above communication, that from the 
Meeting of Parliament up to the present time, bu- 
siness of so much urgency has occupied the attention 
of the House of Commons, that it has hitherto been 
impossible for Her Majesty's Servants to submit to 
that House a measure for giving effect to the wishes 
of the People of Canada on this subject, as expressed 
by their Representatives, and that the remaining 
portion of tne present Session would not afford a 
Aufficient opportunity for the discussion of a measure 



of so much importance, and upon which it is proba- 
ble there may be so much difference of opinion. 

3. In these circumstances Her Majesty's Servapts 
are compelled to postpone to another Session the in- 
troduction of the Bill to which, in accordance with 
the intention they have expressed, it is their inten- 
tion to ask the assent of Parliament. 

4. It has not been without great reluctance that 
we have decided upon thus delaying the proposal of 
a measure for which it appears that much anxiety is

Mr. Lyon took the Chair of the Committee; and 
after some time spent therein, 
Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair; 
And Mr. Lyon reported. That the Committee had 
come to several B^lutions ; which were read, as 
follow : — 

1. Resolvedy That it is expedient that any of the 
Military and Naval Pensioners who, under the 
Imperial Acts in force in that behalf, shall be 
enrolled as a Local Force for the preserva- 
tion of the Peace in any part of this Province, 
and who shall volunteer to serve also as mem- 
bers of the Local Police Force in such part of 
this Province, or any other person volunteering 
to serve as aforesaid and duly qualified, may be 
enroUed to be so employed, when required, un- 
der such superintendence and control as the 
Governor in Council shall think proper; pro- 
vided the number so employed at any one time 
shall not exceed five hundred, 

2. Resolved, That it is expedient that the said 
Pensioners or other persons when actually em- 
ployed as members of such Police Force, should 
receive out of Provincial or Local FubcIs, the 
same pay and advantages as are allowed to 
the said Pensioners by Her Majesty's re^nila-

Your Committee having carefully consid^ed the

14 Vic. intituled, An Act to repeal two certain Acta

Agriculture," a proviuon is contained, enacting that 
no person shall enter into or pass through any field 
or other property in Lower Canada, nor along the 
banks of any river or rivulet through any property, 
without permission of the proprietor, under a penalty 
of from nve to thirty shillmgs for each offence. This 
provision is found, as Your Committee have reason 
to believe, a great impediment to lumberers and 
others bringing timber down the various rivers navi- 
gable for timber, an effect which Your Committee 
cannot suppose to have been intended by the 
said Act ; and as they look upon the timber trade 
as one of ^eat importance to the Province, they 
are of opinion, that every facility which the Laws of 
the Province afford should be extended to those 
engaged in the trade, and they have accordingly 
prepared a Bill to exempt lumbermen and otbers 
conveying timber down any river or rivulet in Lower 
Canada from the operation of the above mentioned 
provision, so as to allow them the free use of the 
stream and its banks for the floating and conveyance 
of timber; which Bill they respectfully beg leave to 
report for the consideration of Your Honorable 
House.

Your Committee have therefore instructed their 
Chairman to prepare a Bill to define the respective 
rights of the Seigniors and Censitaires in Lower Ca- 
nadGf and to facilitate the exercise of those rights ; 
and a majority of Your Committee having approved 
of the various Clauses of this Bill, Your Committee 
beg now to submit it to Your Honorable House, in 
the firm hope that it will be passed into a Law be- 
fore the close of the present Session, with such 
amendments as may be determined upon.

By the consideration of the Imperial Government) 
the English system of Criminal Jurisprudence* was 
bestow^ upon Canada at an early period after 
the Conquest, and has continued to subsist in the ^ 
Province during its division into separate sections, 
and since their re-union into a United Province. 
Modifications have been adopted by the sectional as 
well as the united Le^latures, of greater or less ex- 
tent, according to the improvements gradually made 
in England in the Law itself and m its practice, 
thereby in effect assimilating as much as possible, 
and to an extent commensurate with the exigencies 
of the Province, a system of Jurisprudence derived 
from the Mother Country. 

The body of this Law in this Province is composed 
of a vast collection of subsisting as well as obsolete 
but unrepealed statutory enactments, and of Judicial 
opinions frequently conflicting, requiring great and 
laborious research and study for their discovery and 
comprehension, even by its Professors, and to the 
same degree difficult to be known by the large class 
of official persons who are called upon to carry out 
its requirements, whilst it is utterly unknown to the 
great mass of the people who are subject to its pen- 
alties. 

The Bills reported have been compiled with the 
view to a removal of these difficulties, and to the 
condensation into one uniform Code for United Cana- 
da, of Laws useful and necessary, and at the same 
time essential to the peace of society, and the securi- 
ty of person and property, communicated in plain 
and perspicuous language, and comprehended under 
a regular and systematic arrangement. By the for- 
mer Bill, the various provisions of the Law in force 
in the Province have been collected, and by the lat- 
ter, a simple and uniform practice has been establish- 
ed, composing together a complete body of Cana- 
dian Criming Jurisprudence. 

Your Committee do not consider it necessary to 
advert to the admitted advantages of the assimila- 
tion of the Law, and its administration throughout

Mr. How^s Report 

Amherst, July 20th, 1851. 
Sir, — The negotiations which I was chained to 
conduct with the Governments of Canada and New 
Brunswick having been brought to a close, in a final 
Conference held with the Delegates from the latter 
Province this afternoon, I lose no time in Si^mitting, 
for the information of His I^ni^r ^'^^'^^^^^f^^[^ 
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of the GoTernment, a Report of my proceedings un- 
der the Commission and Instructions with which I 
was honored by His Excellency Sir John Harvey. 

You are aware that His Excellency Siv Edmund 
Head had selected the Honorable Edward B. Chand- 
ler to represent the Government of New Brunswick, 
at Toronto, and that it had been arranged that I 
was to meet him at Dorchester on the 1st of June. 

As I had to'pass through the County of Cumber- 
land, where the Bill, pressed so earnestly on the 
Legislature at its last Session, originated ; and as it 
was more than probable that public opinion in New 
Brunswick would be largely influenced by the deci- 
sion of that County against the measure, and in favor 
of the proposition made by Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, I deemed it to consist with my duty to invite, 
in the Shire Town, the most ample discussion of 
the whole subject I therefore addressed a Letter 
to the Gustos Rotylorum of Cumberlandy acquaint- 
ing him with my intention to attend any meeting 
that might be called for that purpose. 

On reaching Amherst I found that a meeting had 
been convened, and that a very numerous and re- 
spectable body of the leading men of Cumberland 
crowded the Court House. The result of an anima- 
ted discussion, which extended over several hours, 
was an almost unanimous decision to sustain the 
views and ][)olicy of the Government. 

At Amherst I received invitations to attend two 
meetings in the County of Westmoreland, New 
Brunswick, and another in the County of Kent; the 
former I accepted, as the places named lay upon my 
route — the latter I was compelled \o decline. The 
unanimity of feeling displayed at Dorchester, and at 
the Bend of Peticodiac, convinced me that the rural 
population of New Brunswick only reqtdred informa- 
tion ; and that, when the subject came to be fully 
discussed, their support would be given to any fair 
modification of the terms which the Legislature had 
rejected. 

An experiment on the City of St. John appeared 
to offer less assurance of success. The office- 
bearers and agents of the Portland Company resi- 
ded there, and formed, with their friends, clients, 
and stockholders, an organized combination. A 
large portion of the press had taken its tone, from 
these gentlemen ; and, for many weeks, the propo- 
sitions contained in Mr. Hawes^s letter, and the 
general policy of this Government, had been dis- 
cussed in a spirit, which was certainly not calculated 
to ensure me a very cordial reception. When I 
entered the City, I was assured that there would not 
be three exceptions to the unanimity with which the 
offers of Her Majesty's Government would be re- 
jected and condemned. The result of the discussion 
which ensued, at a public meeting to which I was 
invited by the Citizens, may be gathered from the 
altered tone of a very influential portion of the press, 
and from the fact that the promoters of the Portland 
Company have postponed further proceedings until 
the 20th of August. " It is evident," says the Editor 
of the "Freeman," (ajournal originally hostile — still 
doubtful, but faithfully interpreting the prevailing 
sentiment of the community,) that the public mind 
** is excited by the magnificent proposal of Earl Grey, 

as interpreted by Mr. Howe and others." 

Having attend^ three meetings within His Ex- 
cellency's Government, I deemed it but respectful to 
proceed to Fredericton, and explain to Sir Edmund 
Head the reasons by which I had been influenced, 
and the general views which I entertained. These 
explanations were regarded as satisfactory, and I re- 
ceived from His Excellency very gratifying marks 
of confidence and consideration. 

On reaching SL Andrews^ on my way to the Uni- 
ied States, I was met by a deputation, with a request 
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that I would address a public meeting at that place 
on the following day. Though apprehensive that the 
interest which the people of St. Andrews naturaJly 
felt in the success of their own Eailroad, might place 
them in hostility to the inter-colonial lines, I consentr 
ed to attend the meeting, and received, at its cloee, 
the most satisfactory assurances, from a very large 
assemblage of all ranks and classes, that no mere 
local interests, or predilections, would induce St. An- 
drews to place herself in opposition to a great scheme 
of inter-colonial policy ana improvement 

The charge having been frequently made, that the 
Government of Nova Scotia had broken faith with 
the Portland Convention, and much pains having 
been taken to persuade the people of that City that 
the North American and Euro;pean line had been 
abandoned, it appeared very desirable that the con* 
duct of this Government should be vindicated, and 
its policy clearly explained to the leading men of thb 
friendly and very interesting community. Mr. 
Chandler and myself spent nearly a day at Portland, 
on our way to Canada. John A. Poor^ Esquire, one 
of the most active members of the Convention, re- 
joined us at Toronto, and we exchanged frank expla- 
nations with, and received much courtesy from that 
gentleman and his friends, on our return. Miscon- 
ceptions, previously entertained, were dispelled by 
these friendly conferences. Mr. Hawes's letter of 
the 10th March— Earl Grey's Desnatch of the 14th, 
addressed to the Governor General, with copious ex- 
tracts from the correspondence between the Imperial 
and Colonial Governments, have been published and 
extensively circulated in the State of Maine. As- 
suming that the policy explained to them will be 
acted upon in good faith, and '^that the Provinces 
of New Brunswick and Nova Scotia will, in some 
mode or other, most a^eeable to themselves, cariy 
out the plan of a continuous line of Railway from 
the boundary of Maine to the eastern shores of Nova 
Scotia,^' all opposition to our policy has been wisely 
withdrawn by tne people of Portland^ who are now 
appealing to the Legislature and Citizens of Maine, 
to come promptly forward and supply the means to 
pomplete that portion of the line which is to extend 
from Bangor to the boundary of New Brunswick. 

Mr. Chandler and myself reached Toronto on the 
15th June, and, during our stay at the seat of Go- 
vernment, received from His Excellency the Gover- 
nor General — from the Speakers of the two Houses 
of Parliament — from the Members of the Administra- 
tion, — ^and from the Mayor and Citizens of Toronto 
generally, such marks of distinction and courtesy as 
assured us of the very high estimation in which the 
Provinces we represented were held. 

Invited to take seats in Council on the 16th, we 
were at once assured of the cordial co-operation 
of the Government of Canada — of the readiness 
of the Administration to accept the terms offered 
by the Imperial Government, and to unite with Nova 
Scotia in meeting the difficulties presented in New 
Brunswick, by such fair modification of those terms 
as would enable Mr. Chandler to secure the co-ope- 
ration of that Province. It is due to that gentleman 
to state, that he made no importunate demands — ex- 
plained the position of his Government, and the pre- 
vailing sentiment of the country, frankly, and then 
left it to the discretion and good feeling of the Con- 
ference to determine to what extent the peculiar as- 
pects of New Brunswick should be considered, and aid 

given to tluit Province, in the construction of one of 
er great lines, to enable her to complete them both. 
If New Brunswick maintained an antagonistic po- 
sition, it was clear that neither the line to the St. 
Lawrence northat to Portland could be accomplished ; 
the proposition of the Britbh Government would in 
that case have to be rejected, and the thfed Prqv2fU^

be driven, inbad temper, and at ruinous rates of in- 
terest! to carry on their internal improvements with- 
out mutual sympathy or co-operation. 

^To obviate this state of things appeared to all par- 
ties most desirable; and, at length, Mr. Chandler 
was empowered to invite the co-operation of his 
Government,^ upon these terms, it being understood 
that the Governments of Canada and Nova Scotia 
were to be bound by them if New Brunstoick acqui- 
esced: 

That the line from Halifax to Qu^ec should he 
made, on the joint account and at the mutual risk of 
the three Provinces, ten miles of Crown Land along 
the line being vested in a joint Commission, and 
the proceeds appropriated towards the payment of 
the principal and interest of the sum required : 

That j^ew Brunstoick should construct the Portland 
line, with the funds advanced by the British Govern- 
ment, at her own risk : 

That Canadd should, at her own risk, complete the 
line from Quebec to Montreal^ it being understood 
that any saving which could be effected, within the 
limits at the sum which the British Government are 
prepared to advance, should be appropriated to an 
extension of the line above Montreal : 

That on the debt contracted, on the joint account 
of the three Provinces, bemg repaid, each should 
own the line within its own territory. 

It was also understood that Canada would with- 
draw the general Guarantee, offered for the construc- 
tion of Bailways in any direction, and that her re- 
sources should be concentrated upon the Main Trunk 
Line, with a view to an early completion of a great 
inter-colonial Highway, on British Territory, from 
Halifax to HamiSon : from whence to WindsoTy op- 
posite to Detroit, the Great Western Company of 
Canada have a line already in course of construction. 

This policy having been arranged, it became very 
desirable that Mr. Chandler should return promptly 
to New Brunswicky to submit it to his colleagues — 
and to assure himself that, in the event of the Ad- 
ministration assuming the responsibility which it in- 
volved, they would be sustained by a majority of the 
Legislature. Allowing a sufficient time for a aeliber- 
ate view of the whole ground, and for a final decision, 
a meeting was arranged with Mr. Chandler at Dor^ 
chestery on my return. I rejoined him this afternoon, 
and was hi^py to receive from him the assurance 
that the Government of New Brunswick will be pre- 
pared to submit the policy agreed upon to the L^s- 
lature of that Province, with the whole weight of its 
influence, so soon as the Government of Nova Scotia 
intimates that it is prepared to co-operate on the 
terms proposed. 

The final adoption of this great scheme of inter- 
colonial policy now rests with the people of Nova 
Scotia, to whom, it is probable, that it will be sub- 
mitted bv a dissolution of the Assembly at an early 
day. I have pledged the Government to it beyond 
recall. I have st^ed, upon the generous and en- 
lightened appreciation of their true interests by my 
countrymen, all that a public man holds dear. Hav- 
ing done my best to elevate Nova Scotia in the eyes 
ot Europe, and of the surrounding Colonies, I have 
no apprehension that she will repudiate the pledges 
which I have given. 

Her clear interest demands the prompt acceptance 
of the proposition : — 

1st. 'Because it secures to her, within very few 
years, a Bailwav communication of 1400 miles, ex- 
tending through the noble territory of which she 
forms the frontage, and with which her commercial, 
social and political relations, must be very impoitant 
in all time to come. 

2d. Because it gives to her, almost at once, con- 
nection with 8000 miles of Railway lines, already 



formed, in the United Stat^, — ^makes her chief aei^ 

Eort the termiiius for Ocean Steaip Navigation, and 
er territory the great Highway of^commumcation 
between America and Europe* 

3d. Because, on the extinction of the debt, she 
wiir possess a Boad with which there can be no com* 
petition within the Province — a Boad towards which 
two great streams of traffic must perpetually con- 
verge, and the tolls upon which must become a souroe 
of revenue, increasing with each succeeding year. 

4th. Because the completion of these great lioea 
of communication will give to all the North Ameri- 
can Provinces a degree of internal strength and se- 
curity, and consideration abroad, which will far tran- 
scend any pecuniary hazards which may be incurred. 

5th. Because the completion of these lines will 
draw into the Province much of the surplus labor 
and capital of Europe. 

6th. Because, the line from the Seaboard once 
completed to Canada, there cannot be a doubt that 
it will soon be extended into the fertile and almost 
boundless country beyond ; bemg followed, at every 
advance, by a stream of Emigration, and ultimatelV| 
and in our own time, reaching the shores of the 
Pacific. 

It may be argued that we ought not to risk any- 
thing bevond the limits of our own firontier. But I 
regard the risk as involving a very slight liability 
beyond what we have already cheerfully assumed. 

All our calculations have been based upon the pre- 
sumption that our Boads will cost £7000 currency, 
per mile. From the best information which we 
could obtain in Canada and in the United States, and 
we gathered the opinions of the chief promoters of 
the Vermonty Great Western, Portland, and St An' 
drews Boads, there is every reason to believe, if the 
Provinces avail themselves of the most modem ex- 
perience, and of the present low price of iron, that, 
with the money in hand, and large contracts to ofier, 
the work need not cost much more than £5000 cur- 
rency, per mile. Should this be the case, the sum 
which was originally contemplated will probably co- 
ver the whole expenditure for which Nova Scotia 
will be liable ; and, if it does not, with her present 
low Tariff, and annually increasing consumption^ the 
deficiency may be soon supplied. ^ 

But, after a careful examination of the country 
traversed by American and Canadian Bailroads, and 
of the general testimony borne by their promoters 
and officers, that in all cases the money with which 
they have been constructed has cost from 7 to 12 
per cent, I have brought my mind to the conclusion 
that a Bailway built with money at 3^ per cent, 
will pay almost immediately, even if made through 
a wilderness, provided the land be good, water-power 
and wood abundant; and provided that there are 
formed settlements at either side, to furnish pioneers, 
and local traffic with them, when they are scattered 
along the line. We have other resources, beyond 
our own limits, in associations of the industrious and 
enterprizing, who are prepared to come into the 
Provinces the instant these great works are com- 
menced, and who, within the limits at least of the 
lands dedicated to this enterprize, will soon form a 
continuous street, through tnat portion of the terri- 
tory between our frontier and the St. lAmrence, 
which appears to present any really serious hazard. 

In estimating the relative risks and advantages 
which this scheme involves, it should also be borne 
in mind, that while Nova Scotia has but little Crown 
Land left along her portion of the line (and this has 
been frankly explained,) the Lands which Canada 
and New Brunswick are prepared to grant are exten- 
sive and valuable. They will probably amount to 
3,000,000 of acres, which, if sold at 5s. an acre, (and 
with a Railroad running through them they will 
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80oii command a much higher price,) would fonn a 
fbnd out of which to pay the interest on the whole 
capital expended for the first three or four years. 

I cannot close this Report without some notice of 
the rery enthusiastic and honorable treatment that 
I received during short visits to Quebec and Montreal. 
In both Cities, men the most distinguished for sodal 
positions, commercial and intellectual activity, and 
commanding infiuencei vied with each other in recog- 
nizing the importance and value of the maritime 
Provinces. Among all ranks and classes the Rful- 
roads seemed to be regarded as indispensable agen- 
cies by which North Americans would be drawn in- 
to acommon brotherhood — inspired with higher hopes 
— and ultimatelv elevated, by some form of political 
association, to that position, which, when these great 
works have prepar^ the way for union, our half of 
this Continent may iairly claim in the estimation of 
the world.

either by constructing the same on joint account 
with the said Provinces, or bv constructing at 
the expense of this Province that portion of the 
said Railroad lying within Lower Canada. 

3. Resolved, That provided the guarantee of the 
Imperial Government can be obtained for 
raising the funds necessary to construct a main 
Trunk Line of Railroad from Quebec to the 
City of Hamilton, or some convenient point on 
the Une of the Great Western Railroad, it is 
expedient that the whole of the said Trunk Line 
should be constructed by the Province as a 
Provincial work. 

4. Resolved, That if the guarantee of the Impe- 
rial Government cannot be obtained for the 
whole of the funds required for the constmctira 
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of the said Trimk Line, it will be expedient 
that one-half the said funds, or one*half the 
funds reqtured for constructing that portion of 
the line for which the Imperial guarantee can- 
not be obtained, be raised on the credit of the 
Province, on the best terms on which it can be 
obtained^ provided the remaining hailf shall have 
been subscribed for by Municipal Corporations 
in this Province. 

/S. Besolvedy That in the case last mentioned, it 
will be expedient that the funds to be raised on 
the credit of the Province, without the Imperial 
guarantee, and those to be raised on the 
-credit of Municipal subscriptions, be expended 
as nearly as may be in equal proportions, aatiie 
work advances in the several sections into which 
the line may be divided ; and that for the sums 
to be raised on the credit of the said Municipal 
subscriptions, the Keceiver General should be 
authorized to issue Debentures payable in not 
less than twenty years, and bearing the lowest 
rate of interest, not exceeding seven per cent., 
rat which they can be negotiated at par, such De- 
1)entures, and the interest thereon, to be diarge- 
able not upon the Consolidated Revenue Fund, 
but solely upon the Fund arising from the Mu- 
nicipal subscriptions aforesaid, and the Sinking 
Fund hereinafter mentioned. 

^. Resolved^ That as well the cost of that part of 
the said Railroad which is to be constructed 
with Funds to be raised partly on the credit of 
the Province and partly on that of the Munici- 
pal Subscription Fund, as all the expenses and 
outlay df any kind to be incurred while the 
work is in progress, shall be defrayed out of the 
Funds so raised; and that the Municipal Corpo- 
rations subscribing as aforesaid, shall be caUed 
upon to pay interest on the sums for which they 
have subcribed, whenever at any time the said 
Fund, and their share of the profits from any 
ipart of the work which shall have been comple- 
ted, shall be insufficient to pay the interest on 
the sums borrowed on the credit of the Munici- 
^pal Subscription Fund, in which case they shall 
from time to time pay sUch sums to the Re- 
'Ceiver General as may be sufficient, with any 
sums he may have in his hands applicable to the 
purpose, to enable him to pay such interest as it 
becomes due. 

J?. Resolved, That the share of the profits of the 
said Railroad, or any part thereof, which may 
belong to the said Corporations, and shall not be 
required to pay the interest on the sums raised 
on the credit of the Municipal subscriptions, shall 
be invested by the Receiver General, and shall, 

' with the interest thereon, form a Sinking Fund 
ibr the redemption of the Debentures to be 
issued on the credit of the said Municipal sub- 
scriptions ; and that the share of the said profits 
which shall belong to the Province, after de- 
ducting three and a half per cent, on the sums 
raised on the credit of the Consolidated Reve- 
nue JTund, shall be also invested by the Recei- 
ver General, and shall, with the interest there- 
on, form a Sinking Fund for the redemption of 
the Debentures to be issued on the credit of the 
Province ; and the share which the Province 
and the said Municipal Corporations shall re- 
spectfully have in the profits c^the said Railroad, 
snail be in proportion to the sums which shall 
ihave been raised on the credit of the Consoli- 
dated Revenue Fund and of the s^d Municipal 
Subscription Fund respectively. 

sS. Resolved, That if at any time after the expira- 
tion of two years from the completion of the said 
JUQroad, it shall appear to the Receiver Gene- 
£S i 



ral that the Sinking Fund aforesaid will not 
produce enough to pay off the principal of the 
Debentures issued on the credit of the said Mu* 
oicipal Subscription Fund, at the time when the 
iJie same shall become payable, it shaJl be law- 
ful to him to add not exceeding three per cent, 
^r annum, on the amount of such Debentures* 
to the sum which would otherwise be payable 
to him in any year by the said Municipsl Cor- 
porations, and such per centage shall form part 
of the Sinking Fund. 
9. Restdvedf That it shall not be necessary that 
any Municipal Corporation subscribing any sum 
towards the said Railroad should, by the By- 
Law declaring such* subscription, impose any 
rate in the pound, but that such By-Law shaB 
authorize the proper officer to assess yearly on 
the taxable property in the Municipality, such 
rate as may be sufficient to produce a clear sum 
equal to that payable as aforesaid in such year 
to the Receiver General by reason of such sub- 
scription. 

lOL Resolved, That if it diould be found imjprac- 
ticable to construct the said Railroad by either 
of the modes mentioned in the foregoing Reso- 
lutions, it will then be expedient to encourage 
the construction thereof by Private Companies, 
to whom the guarantee of the Province should 
be afforded under the Act 12 Vic. cap. 29, sub- 
ject to the modifications mentioned in the follow- 
mg Resolutions ; but that inasmuch as there is 
every reason to believe that the said* Railroad 
can be constructed by one or other of the said 
modes, it is expedient that in the Charter of 
any Company to be incorporated for the con- 
struction of any Railroad which would form 
part of the said main Trunk Line, a clause • 
should be inserted supending its operation until 
an Order in Council shall be made and publish- 
ed declaring them to be in force. 

11. Resolved, That it is highly desirable to afford 
every possible encouragement to the construc- 
tion of Ilailroads in all parts of the Country^ 
but that for the purpose of confining the liabili- 
ties of the Province within proper limits, and 
at the same time ensuring effectual aid to those

•progresss and development, it it expedient to 
confine the guarantee offered by the said Act 
12 Vic. cap.

Your Committee have examined the Bill to con- 
solidate such of the provisions of the several Acts re- 
lative to the G^t Western Bailroad Company as 
are now in force, and have amended the same^ and 
specially by the adaptation of its proviaons to those of 
the General Bailway Clauses Consolidation BilL 

They have also considered the Bill to amend ' the 
Charter of the Woodstock and Lake Erie Bailway 
Company, and think it inexpedient to recommend 
the same to the &vourable consideration of You^ 
Honorable House. The Company are not satisfied 
with the extensive range given them from PM Bur- 
well to Port Dover for their terminus on Lake Erie^ 
and ask for permission to construct their Bailway from 
Woodstock to any point east or west of those Ports 
that they may select. Your Committee are of opin- 
ion that such an unrestricted and undefined route 
should not be piven to any Bailway Company, and 
that this apphcation should not be taken into oon- 
sideration until the Compainr are prepared with 
some jplan shewing the line of Bailway that they 
have finally determined to select The Company 
further pray to be allowed to construct a macaoam- 
ized or blocked Boad, instead of a Bailway, under 
their Charter, and with all the i»ivileges conferred .

Petuioni read. Pursuant to the Order of the day, the following 
Petition was read : — 

Of Henry Allen, of the City of Toronto, Esquire, 
Barrister, and heretofore Judge of the London 
District; praying to be heard at the Bar of the 
House in the matter of his dismissal from the said 
office, as set forth in certain Petitions presented to 
the House. 

Ordered, That the Petition of the Honorable L. 
M. Vigerj and others. Members of this House, 
proprietors of Fiefs and Seigniories in Lower 
Canada, be now received and read ; and the 
Rules of this House suspended as regards the 
iame. 

And the said Petition was received and read, set- 
. ting forth : That whereas the Bill to define certain 
rights of Seigniors and CenAtaires in Lower Canada, 
and to facilitate the exercise thereof, contained in the 
Report made on the 7th instant, by the Special Com- 
mittee to which were referred the Resolutions of the 
House, of the 26th June, 1850, on the subject of 
of the Seigniorial Tenure, deeply affects interest of 
the highest importance, both to the Petitioners and 
a numerous ols^s of individuals who are proprietors 
under similar Titles, and the Censitaires ; the Peti- 
tioners pray the House to be pleased to grant them 
an opportunity of being heard in support of privi- 
leges which are now assailed for the first time : That 
the Petitioners think themselves the more justified in 
'making that request, inasmuch as, in their humble 
opinion, they consider the rights of Seigniors and 
those of Censitaires so closely connected with a plan 
of commutation of these rights, as to render it impos- 
sible to disconnect them, without increasing the diffi- 
culties already existing, from the ignorance in which 
the Seigniors would be left respecting this plan ; and 
the Committee having declared in their Report, that 
they hope to be enabled, before the close of the pre- 
sent Session, to lay before the House, a plan which, 
if passed into a Law at a future Session, with such 
modifications as further reflection and discussion may 
suggest, will, within a few years, secure the conversion 



of all lands held en roture into a free tenure, without 
any material prejudice to the interests of any of the 
parties concerned, the Petitioners bad just reason for 
believing that the settlement of one part of the ques* 
tion would not be immediately proceeded with, when 
the Committee themselves acknowledged that it was 
susceptible of such modifications as further reflection 
and discussion might suggest at a future Session ; 
and praying the House will be pleased to postpone 
the discussion of this Bill until the next Session of 
the Legislature, in order to afford to all parties in- 
terested in the matter, an oj^ortunity of judging of 
its merits and their respective rights, which they 
could not do this Session, in consequence of the 
shortness of the period which has elapsed since the 
Bill was published, (which was only on the 12th 
instant,) at a later date than that announced by the 
Provincial Administration as the close oi the Ses- 
sion, and in consequence of the distance at which the 
parties who are vitally interested reside. 

Mr. ChauveaUj from the Joint Committee ap- Libnry. 
pointed by the Legislative Council and Legislative 
Assembly for the management and direction of the 
Parliamentary Library, presented to the House the 
First Report of the said Joint Committee ; which 
was read, as followeth : — 

The Joint Committee having met, and bestowed 
their best attention upon the matters referred to their 
consideration, the result of their deliberations is now 
submitted for approval. 

It is a subject for congratulation that additional 
donations of books in aid of the re-construction of 
the Library have been received since last Session, of 
which both Houses have been duly informed by their 
respective Speakers. 

Upon referring to the First Report of the Joint 
Committee on the Library, of last Session, it will 
be found that due consideration was then bestowed 
by the Committee as to the most suitable method of 
acknowledging, conformably with Parliamentary 
etiquette, the liberality manifested by those parties 
who so generously responded to our appeal on behalf 
of the Library. 'Agreeably to the suggestions there- 
in contained, circular letters were despatched by 
the Speakers of the Legislative Council and Assembly 
respectively, to the various donors of books, trans- 
mitting copies of the Resolutions, adopted by each 
House, expressive of their thankful apprecia- 
tion of these favours. The Committee have 
agreed to recommend that a similar course should 
be adopted with regard to donations received 
since the date of that Report, as well to record, 
upon the J oumals of either House, a due expres- 
sion of their sentiments concerning the valuable 
assistance extended to them in this behalf, as to 
convey to the parties by whom the presents were 
sent, some further and more official acknowledgment 
than they have yet received, of their kindly liberality. 

A List of the donations remaining to be acknow- 
ledged, will be found recorded on the Journals of 
botb Houses, for the 23rd May last ; to which must 
now be added, a complete set of the Journals of the 
House of Lords, from 1509 to 1849, inclusive, pre- 
sented to the Library by order of the Lord High 
Chancellor of England, in his official capacity of 
Speaker of the House of Lords. Also, complete 
sets of the Laws and Assembly Journals oi the 
Island of Jamaica, from the earliest period to the 
present time ; together with a series of Imperial 
Parliamentary papers relative to the }Vest Indies, 
from 1835 to 1847; making in all 107 volumes, 
presented by the munificence of the House of As- 
sembly of that Island. 

Since the opening of the Session, there have been 
received, from Messieurs Armour & Ramsay, Book- 
sellers of Montreal, — who were entrusted mtj^ the ^ 
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purchase of the books selected for the Englbb sec- 
tion of the Library, under the direction of the Two 
Speakers, — ^ten cases of books, bein^ the completion 
of their order,'(as appears by the invoices,) with a 
few exceptions, of books not in the market at the 
time their shipments were made ; seven out of the 
ten cases aforesaid, remain still unopened, it having 
been thought expedient, owing to tne advanced pe- 
riod of the Session, to defer the unpacking of the 
same until after the approaching reinoval of the Li- 
brary to Quebec. So mr as the books have been yet 
examined, it is but just to Messieurs Armour & 
Ramsay to state, that their execution of the order 
has been correct and satisfactory. In connection 
with this matter, the Committee desire to communi- 
cate a very gratifying act of intemationtd courtesy 
on the part of the Collector of Customs at New 
Yorkj who, upon the arrival of the cases of books 
at tlutt Port, on their transit from London to 7b- 
TontOt gave directions that they should be immedi- 
ately forwarded to their destination, instead of, as is 
the ordinary custom, placing them in bond, until 
the usual formalities had been complied with. This 
conduct of the Collector is, in the opinion of the 
Committee, deserving of honorable mention and 
acknowledgment. 

The Committee regret that, in consequence of un- 
forseen delays in the preparation of lists of books 
suitable to be procured for the French section of the 
Library, no auditions have as yet been made to that 
department ; measures, however, have been taken 
to supplv this deficiency, and they confidently expect, 
before the lapse of anodier year, to see the Library 
enriched with large accessions of choice and standard 
works in French as well as English literature. In 
furtherance of this desirable object, the Provincial 
Government have recommended to Parliament the 
appropriation of Four thousand pounds in aid of the 
enlargement of the Library ; and in expressing their 
high sense of the liberality of the Government m set- 
ting apart so large a sum for this purpose, the Com- 
mittee desire to state that it will be tneir endeavour, 
in providing for the judicious and economical expen- 
diture thereof, to ensure its outlay in a manner best 
calculated to promote the wishesof Government inob- 
tainmg, for tne use of Parliament, and of the Public 
gener^y, a collection of books worthy to compare 
with the extensive and valuable Libraries so ruthless- 
ly destroyed at Montreal^ in 1849. 

In devising proper measures for the careful outlay 
of the sum pkced at the disposal of the Committee, 
for the puronase of books, attention has been given 
to the Instructions which, on the 28th and 30th of 
July, respectively, were ^ven by both Houses to 
the Comnuttee, to consider the expediency of send- 
ing a competent person to Europe^ to purchase such 
classes of wcMrks as are necessary to be added to tbs 
Libraiy, under the directions of the Committee and 
of the Two^ Speakers. After duly considering the 
arguments in favor of placing orders in the hands of 
r^ular Booksellers, or of dd^ting to some quaUfi- 
ed person, authority to proce^ to Europe, specially 
for the purchase of books, it has appeared to the 
Committee as much preferable, both on the score of 
economy, and for other reasons, that a person of suf- 
ficient experience and discretion in matters coniiect- 
ed with books, should be despatched to Ikir^^, to 
lay out to the best advanti^e, th^^funds enmtsted to 
him for such a purpose. Thejf would propose that 
Lists should be prepared, under the directions of the 
Two Speakers, of such French and English works 
as may be thought suitable to be procured, and 
placed in the hands of the Agent, accompanied with 
such general re^latioQa<for his suid^nce as may be 
considered advisable^pT^ith autnority to add to or 
alter such Lists accor^ng as it may appear to him, 
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after a careful examination of the book-market, to 
be expedient By thus conferring a large discretion 
upon their Agent, the Committee expect to derive 
much benefit, and to be enabled to avail themselves, 
to the utmost extent, of the previous experience and 
assiduitv in examining the book-market, which 
should be expected in an Agent specially entrusted 
with such a Commission. 

The person selected by the Committee as, in their 
opinion, best qualified to undertake tins duty, is G. 
A FaribauUy Esquire, Clerk Assistant to the Le- 
gislative Assembly, whose literary zeal and indefati- 
gable exertions, for many years past, in collecting 
works to enrich the American department of the 
Assembly Library, are well known, and merit the 
thanks of all concerned in difiusing a taste for inves- 
tigations into the historjr of this Continent, and of 
(hnada especially. Their choice of this gentleman 
will, they are assured, meet the approval of both 
Houses ; and as Mr. Faribault has consented to un- 
dertake the mission, and to proceed thereon very 
shortly after the termination of the present Session, 
it is to be hoped that, ere another meeting of Par- 
liament, many of the benefits which are anticipated 
from his exertions will have been deriv^. 

In order to prevent any encroachment upon the 
funds specially granted for the ptux^hase of Books, 
the Committee have agreed to recommend that Mr. 
FaribauWe expenses (of which, of course, he will 
keep detailed accounts, for future examination,) be 
derayed jointly out of the Contmgencies of the Le- 
gislative Council and Assembly. 

In ftirtlierance of the encouragement usually ex- 
tended by the Provinaial Legislature to literary en- 
terprize in Canada, the Committee have entertained 
several applications which have been made to them 
by parties engaged in various literary undertakings, 
for assistance on behalf of their sevend publications. 
Conceiving that the works in question were of u 
character which merited the j^ronage of Parliament, 
they have agreed to rcj^ij^mend tnat the same he 
afforded to the extent hereinafter mentioned. 

1. Mimmree duR. P. Bressani. — This work relates 
to an interesting period in the first settlements of 
Canada, and b descriptive of the tabors and suffer- 
ings of the pioneers of Christiamty in the wilderness. 
It has been prepared with much care and literary- 
ability, and IS still in manuscript. They have re- 
commended that copies to the value of ^venty-five 
pounds be procured in aid of its publication. 

2. KeeUe Provincial Justice, and Digest of the 
Criminal Law of Canada. — The third edition of this 
book has just been published. As the work is much 
esteemed b^ the Magistracy of Upper Canada, for 
whose use it was specially prepaid, and has not 
hitherto been encouraged by the L<^lature, they 
have ilgreed to reoommed that fifty copies be taken 
as anPencouragement to the Author. 

W Canada ;FaBty Present, and Future: by /r. 
JB. Smith. — This work, whic^i is now in course of 
publication, is a descriptive and statistical account of 
Canada West. The Author is ahready favorably 
known as the compiler of a useful and compendious 
Gazetteer of Upper Canada ; and his new piiblica- 
tion is a praiseworthy attempt to difiuse sound and 
accurate information respecting the Topography and 

feneral condition of the Western Section of the 
Province* They therefore have recommended that 
copies to the value of Fifty pounds be purchased in 
aid of the same. 

4. Treatise on the Constitution of the Province ; 
by M. Lajoie. — This little work is very creditable tc» 
it Author, and furnishes much useful information 
upon the subject on which it treats. A second edition , 
revised and corrected, is in contemplation ; and they 
have agreed to recommend |i^H^ptLc5ep^&£C 
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thereof should be taken^ as an encouragement to the 
Author^ and for disseminating among the Munici* 
palities and Educational Institutions of this Province. 

5. Christie & Supplemental Volume of the H istory 
of Lower Canada. — This volume, which is distinct 
from Mr. Christie's History, now in course of publi- 
cation, will consist of papers and correspondence, 
private and official, of persons formerly in public life 
m Lower Canada. These documents are spoken of 
as highly interesting and curious ; and as the writers 
and uiose concerned therein, are now deceased, no 
objection exists to their being brought to light ; and 
in an historical point of view it may be considered 
desirable that they should be made generally ac- 
cessible, as being valuable materials for a future 
annalist. The Committee accordingly suggest that a 
similar number of copies be taken of this work as of 
Mr. Christies History^ at a price to be hereafter 
determined. 

The Committee have received a Memorial from 
Mr. J. HttstOMi Compiler of the Bepirtoire National 

de Litterature Canadienne^* one hundred copies of 
of which were ordered to be taken by the two Houses 
last Session, as an encouragement to the Author for 
his commendable design ofcoUecting, in a shape for 
preservation, the fufi^tive literature of Eastern Ca- 
naday from the earliest times to the present da^. 
The price agreed upon by the Committee for this 
work, was one pound per copy, (consisting of four 
volumes bound in two,) which now appears to be 
wholly unremunerative. Having satisfied them< 
selves, by a certificate from the printer of the book, 
that Mr. Huston could derive no benefit from their 
vote of last year, but actual^ sustain considerable 
pecuniary loss, liie Committee have felt bound to re- 
commend that a Airther sum of Fifty pounds be 
allowed to that gentleman, to satisfy his reasonable 
demands, and to carry out their original intentions 
of assisting him in his literary labors. 

A claim was submili^d to the Committee by Mr. 
7. C Keeferj for rem^|tt^tion for certain copies of 
his Essay on the Canals ^jjBanada^ deposited by him 
on board the Steamer in wBch the Members of the 
Legislature accompanied Hfli Excellency the Gover- 
nor General on the excur8i(^l through the Welland 
Canal last summer. These copies, it seems, were 
taken by Members, for whom, indeed, Mr. Keefer 
had intended them, he having, it appears, anticipatec 
that they would be paid for by the public ; but 
as he is unable to state that he was authorized to 
place the copies on board, with a promise that they 
should be paid for, by any Government Officer, the 
Committee did not feel at liberty to sanction his 
claim. 

With reference to the Instructions given by the 
Two Houses to the Committee, to enquire into the ex- 
pediency of causing General Indices to be pi^parec 
to the «l oumals of uie Legislative Council a^i^ As- 
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sembly, respectively, from the Union to the cfil%oi 

the present Session, and into the probable cost 
their compilation, the Committee are of opinion tl^t 
such works would be of great utility, and they desire 
to recommend that the Two Speakers be severally 
authorized to cause an Index to the Journals of the 
House over which they respectively preside, to be 
prepared with the least possiole delay ; and that they 
be each empowered to make such arrangements for 
that purpose as may be necessary to effect the same. 

The Committee have examined Accounts of the 
expenditure of the grant of Two thousand pounds 
made by the Legiskture, last Session, in aid of the 
Library, from which it appears that a sum of One 
thousand six hundred ana eighty-four pounds five 
shillings and nine-pence, has been expended in the 
purchase of books for the Parliamentary and English 
sections of the Library, and relating to the History 



of America; leaving a balance in the hands of ike 
Two Speakers of Three hundred and fifteen pounds 
fourteen shillings and three-pence. 

No purchases having yet been made on behalf of 
the French section of the Librarj^, it has been deter- 
mined to appropriate one-half of the grant of Four 
thousand pounds, made this Session, to procure 
French books ; this amount bdng a third of the 
entire appropriation of Six thousand pounds which, 
within tne past year, has been voted for the Library. 
This arrangement is in accordance with the propor- 
tion ^eed upon in the respective purchase of French 
and English works. 

Directions have been given to the Librarians to 
purchase of Jacques LaBontij a series of Volumes 
of La Minerve Newspaper, from 1845 to 1850, 
inclusive, which he offers for sale for four dollars the 
Volume. They have also been empowered to cause 
any binding wmch is required to be executed during 
the recess.

ed and exercised under safe-guard of the Laws, and 
of the decisions of the Courts : That the Petitioners, 
relyii^ on a sense of the justice of the House, con- 
fidently trust that no final legislative action vrill/be 
had during the present Session, on a question thus 
important, and affecting thus vitally the interests of 
an entire class of the community ; but that in ac- 
cordance with the most obvious requirements of jus- 
tice, the Petitioners will be allowed a sufficient delay 
to enable them to put in form and lay before the 
Legislature their objections to a measure, the inevi- 
table result of which must be to take from them 
much of their property, and even to despoil their 
creditors, to whom that property stands pledged: 
That in any case, under such circumstances, the Pe- 
titioners ought to have the opportunity of being 
heard by Counsel at the Bar of the House ; and they 
pray and confidently trust that the House will accord 
them this right ; and praying that the House will 
be pleased to take into favomble consideration their 
present Petition, and to grant the conclusions 
thereof.

Your Committee, agreeably to the Order of refer- 
ence, have examined me Petition of Mr. A. L» Car- 
dinal, Chief Messenger of Your Honorable House, 
dated 2nd July last, which sets forth, that at the 
destruction of the Parliament Buildings at Montr eal,ia 
April, 1849 he lost personal property to the amount

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afforded him was not intended as a gratuity, nor 
by way of indemnity for his loss, grave and serious 
as no doubt it was to him. The advance made 
him was rather in the nature of a loan than of an 
indemnity; it is expressly recommended by the 
CoDomittee, that the advance of One hundred 
^ pounds^ as well as the One hundred pounds sub- 
sequently -advanced by Mr. Speaker, be made him 
from the Contingencies, to enable him to provide 
himself temporamy with lodgings for his family, 
furniture and other necessaries, with the under- 
standingalwaySythat if he recover Insurance(haviBg 
*^ insured, as he represents to Your Committee, to 
" the amount of Two hundred pounds) or an indem- 
nity by law from any other source than from the 
Insurers, for the loss of property he has sustained 
^.by the aforesaid conflagration, he is to refund the 
" amount" A legal recourse was open, as Your 
^* Committee apprehend, to Mr. Cardinal for the 
^ damage he may have sust^ned, and that he has not 
" thought proper to pursue it, must, they presume, 
" have depended upon himself." 

Your Committee see no reason for deviating from 
the view taken of the subject last Session, and which 
was approved by Your Honorable House, and cannot 
admit of any daim on his part to an indemnity, 
which, if allowed, mi^ht establish a most inconvenient 
precedent ; nevertheless Your Committee would re- 
commend that the sum of Thirty-two pounds ten 
diillings be paid to Mr. A L, Cardinal eis a gratuity 
for bourd ana house rent, which he was subjected to af- 
ter the burning of the Parliament House, and as a re- 
muneration for house rent which he has been obliged 
to pay since the burning of the House. 

xour Committee have also taken into considera- 
tion the Petition of William fFindeVj Esquire, Libra- 
rian of Your Honorable House. They have to 
observe that a Petition from Mr. Winder to the same 
effect, that is, for indemnity for loss of personal pro- 
perty in the conflagration of the Parliament House 
at Montreal m 1849, was presented by him last Ses- 
sion, but his prayer was disallowed. Your Com- 
mittee see no reason for setting aside that decision, 
however much they regret the loss Mr. Winder has 
sustained, particularly in the destruction, as he re- 
presents, of several valuable manuscripts relating to 
the natural history of the country, which he had pre- 
pared with much care and labour. 

The Petition of Mr. Paul Kane, also referred to 
Your Committee, has received from them the atten- 
tion due to the interesting subject to which it relates, 
that is to aay, the encouragement of the Arts. The 
Petitioner sets forth that he has spent five or six 
years la traversing the re^ons or Northern and 
Western America, comprised between the Columbia 
River on the south. Lesser Slave Lake and Hudson^s 
Bay on the north, the borders of Canada on the 
east, and the Pacific Ocean on the west ; that he 
has taken sketches, upwards of five hundred in 
number, of the most in teresting portions of the country, 
and faitlbful portraits of the principal Chiefs, together 
with an extensive collection of the costumes and 
curiosities of upwards of sixty tribes of Indians, 
illustrative of tne general character of the country, 
together with the customs, religion, and mode of life 
of its inhabitants. Your Petitioner prays " that in 
" order to enable him to devote the necessarjr time tx> 
" the completion of the sketches in question, in a 
" style and of a size best suited to the subject. Your 
Honorable House will grant him such aid as in 
" your wisdom the importance of the subject may 
appear to deserve, as will enable him to render his 
" coUection less a matter of individual speculation 
" than ope of public interest and importance." Your 
Committee recommend, that the sum of Five hundred 
pounds be expended for the purchase of twelve of 



such of Mr. Kanis best finished Oil Paintings, as 
shall be selected by the Library Committee, for the 
purpose of being preserved in the Library of the Le- 
gislature, and that one half of the amount (Two hun- 
dred and fifty pounds) be paid to him so soon as the 
selection shall nave been made, specifications furnish- 
ed of the several pieces selected, and pledges giVen by 
Mr. Kane, that at a time certain to be agreed upon, 
they will be delivered by him to theilr intended des* 
tination ; and the remaining Two hundred and fift^ 

Emds, upon his return firom England^ (whither it is 
intention to proceed, in order to cause his sketches 
to be engraved or lithographed for sale) and delivery 
of the Paintings that shall have been so selected, to 
the Clerk of Your Honorable House, to be deposited 
in the Library, piu*Quant to the present recommenda- 
tion. 

Your Committee think it proper to observe, that 
Mr. Kane is a native of the City of Toronto, of whom 
his native City may be proud, as an Artist of the first 
merit. They deemed it their duty to visit his 
Studio, and were highly gratified by;, the inspection 
of the splendid Paintings and collection of curiosities 
shown them by that gentlemen, illustrative of the 
remote and interesting parts of our Continent, whidi 
he visited during his per^rinations. 

In consequence of the recommendation of the 
Committee on Contingencies, in their Fifth Report 
the Session of 1849, Your Honorable House adopted 
a <^la8sification of its Officers according to Salaries, 
and a system of promotion from class to class by 
merit and seniority, and determined that no increase 
of salary to any one of a class should take place so 
long as he remained in it, nor until he were promoted 
to the next superior class; and that the Clerk, 
Clerk- Assistant, and Serjeant-at-Arms (the latter 
mentioned officer being in rank, though not in 
salary, next to them) do constitute the first class. 

The Officers receiving Three hundred and fifty 
pounds a-year, the second class. 

Those at Two hundred and fifty pounds a-ycar, 
the third class. 

Those at Two hundred pounds a-year, the fourth 
class. 

Those at One hundred and fifty pounds a-year, 
the fifth class. 

And those at One hundred and twenty-five pounds 
a-year, the sixth class. 

Your Committee taking into consideration, in 
pursuance of the above, the long service and merit 
of Mr. Henry Hartney^ (whom Your Committee re- 
commend to be designated Third Office and En- 

grossing Clerk,") and the ability, diligence, and 
order with which Mr. William Spink has, to the 
knowledge of Your Committee, and, as they believe, 
of Your Honorable House, uniformly for years past, 
conducted the important duties entrusted to himf 
respectfully recommend that those Officers be pro- 
moted, as an encouragement to exemplary merit in 
the service of Your Honorable House, -from the fifth 
to the fourth class, and the latter Officer, in order to 
designate his position in the Office, be styled "Clerk 
" of Routine and Records." 

Your Committee, in like manner to encourage 
merit in the succeeding classes, also recommend that 
«a new or medium class, ran^ng between the fourth 
and fifth classes, be established by Your Honorable 
House, at a salary of One hundred and seventy-five 
pounds a year. The new classification, if this be 
adopted, will stand as followeth : — 

The Clerk, Assistant-Clerk, and Seijeant-at- 
Arms, will constitute the first class. 

The Officers receiving Three hundred and fifty 
pounds a-year, the second class. 

Those at Two hundred and fifty pounds a-year, , 
the third class. 
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Those at Two hjondred pounds a year, the fourth 
class. 

Those at One hundred and seventy-five pounds a- 
year, the fifth class. 

Those at One hundred and fifty pounds a year, 
the sixth class. 

And those at One hundred and twenty-five pounds 
a year, the seventh class. 

Your Committee, if the proposed new classifica- 
tion is adopted^ recommend that Mr. Thaddeus Pa- 
tricky ClerK of Committees, Mr. Kmff Barton^ Clerk 
of Petitions, Mr. fFiUzam H. Lemoine, Junior Clerk, 
and Mr. J, P. LeprohoUj Clerk of Committees, be 
Promoted to the above new or fifth class of One hun- 
dred and seventy-five pounds a year. 

In consequence of the resignation of Mr. Berthelot, 
who was of the fifth class first stated, Your Commit- 
tee recommend that Mr. H. B. Stuart, Engrossing 
Clerk, senior of the next following class, be pro- 
moted in the place of Mr. Berthelot, to the new sixth 
class, at One nundred and fifty pounds a-year. Mr. 
Stuarfs promotion and increase of salary to com- 
mence from the date of Mr. Berthelofs resignation ; 
and that Mr. E, Denechaud, at present of the original 
sixth class at One hundred and twenty-five pounds 
a-year, be, in the same manner, promoted to the said 
new sixth class, at One hundred and fifty pounds a- 
year. And also, that Mr. TF. C. Burragey the 
the senior Extra Writer, be promoted to the seventh 
class, at One hundred and twenty-five pounds a-year, 
and that the salary of Mr. Bvrrage commence at the 
termination of the present Session. The additions 
to the salaries of the other Officers above promoted. 
Your Committee recommend should commence from 
the beginning of the present quarter. 

Your Committee append a List of the Officers, 
according to the proposed new classification and pro- 
motions, and recommend that this order be observed 
in the Pay Lists of their salaries. 

Your Committee have had under consideration the 
allowance at present made to the Extra Assistant 
Translators and Extra Writers, and from the neces- 
sity of their services during the Session, their dili- 
gence and attention to their duties, heavier at the 
present Session than usual, and the expense incur- 
red by them in coming to the place at which the 
L^slature is convened, recommend that an addi- 
tion be made to their fixed allowance, so as to cover 
all necessary charges incurred in travelling or other- 
wise, and that they therefore be classified, and allow- 
ed as followeth : — 

The first class to be allowed fifteen shilling per 
diem ; the second class to be allowed twelve shillings 
and six pence per diem, (a list of this last named 
classification is nereto appended;) and that all those 
employed since the commencement of the present 
Session, not included in the above classes, be allow- 
ed ten shillings a-dav for the time employed. 

Your Committee have been petitioned by Mr. W, 
Lemoine for an allowance in consequence of 
having, during the last Session of Parliament, been 
employed to fill the place of Mr. Gagnony French 
Journal Clerk, who was unable ft'om sickness to 
attend the office. From the extra labor and respon- 
sibility thus imposed upon Mr. Lemainey it is re- 
commended that a gratuity of Twenty-five pounds 
be allowed him. A Petition, somewhat similar to 
the above, has been presented to Your Committee, 
by Mr. Leveaque for extra labor caused by the 
aosence of Mr, Voyer, the French Translator ; the 
difierence of this case from the former is, that while 
the absence of Mr. Gagnon was wholly unavoidable 
and beyond his control, that of Mr. Voyer was un- 
authorized, to the serious detriment of the work of 
the office ; Your Committee, nevertheless, consider 
that Mr. Levesque should not sufier thereby, and 



therefore reconmiend that the sum of Fifteen pounds < 
be allowed him for such extra labor. 

Properly, this chaige ought to be defirayed firom^ 
Mr. Voge?8 salary, but as he is paid by Warrant, he 
is in this respect beyond the immediate control of ' 
Your Honorable House. Your Committee conse-- 
quently desire thai the compensation < now recom- - 
mended to Mr. Levesque, be not taken as a precedent. 
Both those Officers are on fixed salaries, and awe 
their whole time to the public, it must, therefore, 
be evident to Your Honorable House, that if extra 
allowances to one Officer for performing the duties 
of another, not unavoidably absent, are too readily 
granted, great abuses will result 

Your Committee, on this occasion, also think it 
reasonable to observe, that as it is probable the Seat 
of Government will, immediately after ihe close of 
the Session, be transferred to Quebec, the whole of 
the salaried Officers on the establishment of Your 
Honorable House should accompany the Clerk 
thither, on his departure from Toronto; and on no 
account (except from illness or other unaccountable 
causes) be allowed to absent themselves from their 
respective duties, until the whole business in arrear 
of the Session be brought up and entirely perfected. 

Your Honorable House allowed, last Session, cer- 
tain sums to different Officers as gratuities, for the 
inconvenience and discomfort to which they were 
subjected by the removal of the Seat of Govern- 
ment from Montreal to Toronto ; but the following 
persons in the employ of Your Honorable House, 
were, through oversight, omitted ; Your Committee, 
therefore, recommend that the sum of Seven pounds 
ten shillings be allowed to each of the following 
individuals in the service of Your Honorable House, 
viz: — To A. Laperrihre, Senior, M. McCarthy y and 
James Curran, Messengers; apd to J. Connor^ 
Doorkeeper. 

Your Committee also recommend that, in con- 
sideration of the assiduity of Mr. R. Defriesy the 
P-ostmaster of Your Jlonorable House, to the res- 
ponsible and onerous duties of his charge, there be 
allowed him a gratuity of Twelve pounds ten 
shillings ; and to Mr. J. Camerony the Assistant- 
Messenger, the sum of Ten pounds as a gratuity, in 
acknowledgment and requital of the diligence with 
which, notvrithstanding his advanced age, he attends 
to the duties of his post, as well in vacation under 
the direction of Mr. Speaker, as during the Session. 

A Communication has been made by the Clerk of 
Your Honorable House, herewith appended, relative 
to the distribution of the Journals and Appendices, 
to all the Municipalities of Lower and Upper Cana- 
da, agreeably to the Order of the House of the 7tli 
July, last Your Committee beg leave to recom- 
mend that the Member for each County instruct the 
Clerk to whom they shall be sent in his County, 
and that they be forwarded accordingly by the Clerk. 

Your Committee append herewith, a List of the 
Officers according to the proposed new classification 
and promotions, as well as a Hist of the Extra Assis- 
tant Translators, Extra Writers, and Messengers, 
with the Salaries and Allowances which it is pro- 
posed to give. A Schedule of the sums paid to the 
persons summoned to attend as Witnesses during 
the present Session, is also appended. 

Your Committee likewise append an Estimate of 
the amount required for the Contingent expenses of 
Your Honorable House for the current year, amount- 
ing to Twenty-nine thousand nine hundred and fifty 
pounds. The balance in the Clerk's hands, on the 
26th May last, was Five thousand and ninety-four 
pounds six shillings and five pence ; since that date 
Five thousand pounds have been advanced pursuant 
to the Address of the 28th July last; these items, 
with the Fees, amounting to Three hundred^^^ad se- > 
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yenty-five pounds, received on private Bills during the 

S resent Session, amount to Ten thousand four hun- 
red and uxty-nine pounds six shillings and five 
pence — Cleaving an amount to be provided for^ of 
Nineteen thousand four hundred and eighty pounds 
thirteen shillings and seven pence, and for which, 
acoordinffly, i our Committee recommend an Ad- 
dress to His Excellency the Governor General.

My Lord, — I have to acknowledge the receipt of 
Your Lordship's Despatch, No. 74, of the 6th June, 
enclosing an Address to the Queen from the Legis- 
lative Council and House of Assembly of Canada, 
on the subject of the proposed repeal of the Duty 
on Foreign Timber imported into this Country. 

I have laid this Address before the Queen ; but 
after having fully considered the reasons assigned in 
it against reducing the Duties levied in this ODuntry 
on Foreign Timber, Her Majesty's Servants did not 
feel themselves justified in abandoning the Bill for 
this purpose, wmch was then before ParUament, and 
has since passed into a Law. This reduction of 
84 



Duty on Foreign Timber was proposed with a view to 
the advantage of the British Dominions at large, 
but while it is obviously calculated to promote this 
object by reducing the cost in the United Eangdom 
of the most important materials for the emplojrment 
of industry, there appear to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment no grounds for apprehending that the measure 
will inflict the injury upon Canada which is antici- 
pated by the Provincial Legislature. The succes- 
sive reductions of the Duty on Foreign Timber which 
have already been made since the year 1843, and 
the consequent great increase of its consumption, 
have not been found to occasion any diminution in 
the consumption of Colonial Timber, which, on the 
contrary, has continued rather larger than before ; 
the fact being, as it appears, that whatever may be 
the rate of Duty, and consequently the market price 
of Foreign Timber, theparticularkmdsan^qut^itiesof 
Timber grown in the British Colonies will continue 
to be us^ for the purposes to which they are pecu- 
liarly adapted, and are now applied. It is also a 
consideration which ought not to be lost sight of by 
the Provincial Parliament, that in a count^ posses- 
sing such great natural resources as Canada^ and of 
which the population and capital are still so inade- 
quate to the full development of these resources, 
there can be no occasion for endeavoring, by artificial 
regulations, to extend the field of empbyment ; and 
that the permanent prosperity of the Province will 
be best promoted by allowing enterprize and labor 
to flow in their natural channels, instead of seeking to 
divert them to branches of trade dependent for their 
success upon the uncertain and factitious encourage- 
ment afforded by protecting Duties. 

You will assure the Provincial Parliament that 
while Her Majesty's Government take the most 
lively interest in the welfare and commercial pros- 
perity of Canada^ they are for these reaaons convin- 
ced that a steady adherence to the commercial policy 
on which the measure now complained of is foundea, 
will be found to be the course best calculated to 
promote the interests of the Colonies in common 
with those of the British Empire at large.

Your Committee in concluding their labors, would 
b^ leave to express their opinion, that the new 
system adopted by Your Honorable House last Ses- 
sion in re^urd to Private Bilk, has been found to 
work extremely welL The restriction imposed bv it 
for the protection of the rights of individuab and of 
the public, appear likely to prove most serviceable 
for accomplisinng the purpose for which tliey were 
intended. Your Committee would bee leave, how- 
ever, to make the following suggestions for the better 
canying out of the system. 

It appears to Your Committee that the number of 
cq)ie8 of PrivateBills which parties are, by the Sixty*^ 
seventh Rule, required to furnish, is not sufficient 
for the purposes of Your Honorable House, as it 
affords but one copy for each Member, and leaves, 
after the various Departments are supplied, but a 
very few for general distribution ; they would there- 
fore beg to recommend that the Rule be amended, 
by increasing the number to two hundred and fifty. 

By the same Rule, all Private Bills are required 
to lie printed by the Contractor for the Sessional 
Printing, at the expense of the parties ; and, by the 
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Seyenty-ninth Eule it is proyided that a certificate 
from the Queen's Printer that the expense of print- 
ing the Act (when passed) has been paid or secured 
to him, must be deposited with the Clerk of Your 
Honorable House, before the Bill can be read a third 
time* In carrying out these provisions, delay is 
frequently caused m the passage of Bills in con- 
sequence of the parties not havins provided them- 
selves with these certificates at tne proper time.

Your Committee re- 
commend that especial care be taken in the copying 
of this document for the Printer, that the form may 
be enthnely altered, so that the columns of %ure8 
may be reduced to one, and the months in the second 
column to follow with their amounts, making but 
one line for each person's name. This document 
being very voluminous, and all of the most expen- 
sive character of printing, called Rule and Figure," 
it is the more necessary that this recommendation be 
strictly adhered to. When printed in this condensed 
form. It is estimated to cost Ninety pounds. 

Your Committee find that the proceedings of the 
Railway Conimittee have been printed in pamphlet 
form, under its order, to which is appended many 
Tables and Returns. The matter composing these 
Tables being of an extensive description. Your 
Committee have given instructions that it should be 
kept in form, so that when that Committee shall 
report, they may be, without new composition, print- 
ed for the use' of the House. They therefore recom- 
mend that the Report and Evidence referred to, be 
printed for the House by the Printer who has print- 
ed the same for the Committee.

To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty. 

Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, Your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal Sub- 
jects, the Commons of Canada in Provincial Parlia- 
ment assembled, humbly approach Your Majesty for 
the purpose of representing : 

That amongst the various rights guaranteed to 
tlie People of Lower Canada by the justice and libe- 
rality of the Crown of England at the time of the 
Qession of the Countiy, one of the most valuable 
was the common privilege of obtaining Land for 
settlement without makmg any disbursement of 
money, and solely on the condition of paying to the 
Seignior a very small annual rent : 

That certain provisions contained in the Imperial 
Statutes, commonly known as the Canada Trade 
Act, (3 Geo. 4y c. 119, sees. 31 and 32,) and the Ca- 
nada Tenures Act, (6 Geo. 4, c. 59,) have material- 
Iv curtailed that important privilege, by enabling 
the holders of Lands en fief, upon the payment of a 
certain indemnity to the Crown, not omy to com- 
mute all dues and duties claimable by Your Maiesty 
as the Seignior dominant, but also to free them- 
selves from the obligation of conceding their waste 
Lands to the Inhabitants of the Country upon mode- 
rate rents : 

That the facilities given under the said Acts, if 
taken advantage of by all the holders of Land en
